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Visit aims 
at boosting 
relations, 
Trudeau says

DHAHRAN, Nov. 1 7 - — The p rime minis- 
ter c I C an ad a , Hetre Elliott Trudeau, toured 
the campus of the University of Petroleum 
and Minerals (UPM) on the third day erf his 
visit to Saudi Arabia. 

During the tour Trudeau told Arab News 
that the purpose of his visit was to promote - 
relations between Canada and Saudi Arabia. 
He added that he was also here to encourage 
a North-South dialogue and that “ we are 
very interested in seeing more power- sharing 
among countries. ” 

Trudeau began bis tour by speaking to an 
audience of 300 faculty and students at 
UP M’s auditorium. On stage with him were. 
Sheikh Ahmed Zaki Yamani, and Prinoe 
Abdnl Mohsen Bin Jiluwi, governor of the 
Eastern Province. Trudeau expressed admi- 
ration for the architecture of the university 
and the wisdom of the Saudi Arabians' for 
building the specialized facility. Many of the 
approximately 25 Canadians on the staff and 
faculty at UPM stopped to chat with Trudeau 
during the course of bis visit. Following his 
remarks, the Canadian Premier was con- 
ducted to die central library where professor 
Hydax explained the progress being made cm 
equipping computers to read and write in 
Arabic. 

Hydar. who as professor titulaire du 
departement informs tique at the University 
of Montreal, is presently at UPM. He said 
that a point has been readied where it is now 
possible “ to write Arabic correctly and as 
desired without compromise. ” . 

A demonstration of computer trajectories 
of oil spills in the Arabian Gulf, calculated by 
UPM Research Institute staff, was made by 
institute director Abdullah Dabbagh. 

Trudeau, accompanied by his son Sasha, 
Saudi Arabian and^Qjuafiian offidals, ended 
his tour with a visit to tbe oil resting center. 
He returned to Riyadh Monday evening for fe 
scheduled press conference. 


House-to-house fighting 

hundreds 
reported 

noon Monday said the enemy lost a huge 
number of soldiers killed in the operations 
Sunday night and early Monday. 

The communique added that two artillery 
guns were also destroyed and a huge quantity 
of a mmu nition and fuel tanks were set ablaze, 
as well as the capture of big quantities of 
arms, ammunitions and radio sets. 

The communique said Iraqi helicopter 
gunships raided enemy armored concentra- 
tions in Susangerd and Abadan, destroying a 
tank, three personnel carriers, three vehicles, 
a shovel and killing five men and wounding 
several others. 

It cited enemy casualties in other bat- 
tlefields as 35 soldiers killed and the destruc- 
tion of 2 vehicles, l tube launcher, an 
am m unition dump as well as the capture of 3 
intact tanks. 

The communique also said that Iraqi warp- 
lanes raided enemy concentrations in Ahwaz, 
capita] of Arab is tan, inflicting heavy losses to 
the enemy. It said one Iraqi jet fell down due 
to a technical fault and shouldered the Ira- 
nian authorities with responsibility for'&ie 
capture of its pilot. The communique con- 
cluded that Iraqi losses in these operations 
were 34 soldiers killed, including IS in 
Susangerd. 

Iranian communiques said Sunday more 
than 650 Iraqi soldiers were killed and 100 
tanks destroyed in Susangerd battle and in 
helicopter gunship raids mounted to ease the 
Iraqi siege of Iran’s oO refining aty Abadan, 
136 kilometers south of Susangerd. 

Meanwhile, the Iranian energy minis try is 
planning to introduce electricity rationing by 
raising prices ten-fold for consumers who 
exceed a certain limit, radio Tehran reported 
Monday. The Iranian authorities called on 
people to save energy and find ways of reduo 
ing electricity consumption. If the planned 
measures were not effective, excessive users' 
would have electricity supplies cut off, an 
energy ministry spokesman warned. 

According to another report some 70,000 
refugees from Iran’s war fronts have been 
resettled in the holy city of Qom, 100 
kilometers south of Tehran., 


BEIRUT, Nov. 17 (AP) — Invading Iraqi 
forces fought frpm house to house to capture 
Iran’s southwestern highway town of 
Susangerd Monday as the Gulf war flared 
into its nin th week. War communiques from 
Baghdad and Telfian reported hundreds erf 
casualties in the Susangerd battle as neigh- 
boring Kuwait announced it was lodging a 
formal protect wot Iran against a second air 
attack cm a Kuwait border outpost in five 
days. 

Iraq's official news agency said Kuwaiti 
emissary. Public Works Minister Muhammad 
Youssef Al-Adassani, delivered a message 
from die Kuwaiti nder to die Iraqi president 
on the “war and the latest developments.” It 
did not elaborate. 

■ A Kuwaiti government statement on Sun- 
day said Kuwaiti’s anti-aircraft batteries 
opened fire on the Iranian jets which rock- 
eted AI AbdsH and caused minor damage to 
tile compound but no casualties.

10m bpd 
produced 
in October

AL KHOBAR, Nov. 17 — Saudi Arabia 
produced 10 million bpd last month. Pet- 
roleum Minister Ahmad Zaki Yamani said 
Monday. Yamani spoke lo Arab News during 
his tour erf the University of Petroleum and 
Minerals (UPM) campus with Canadian 
Prime Minister Pierre Trudeau. 

Asked if Saudi Arabia would maintain that 
level of production, Y amani replied, “that 
depends on circumstances. We could go up or 
down.” He added that 10 million bpd was 
enough to meet world market demand at pre- 
sent. 

Yamani said that production was first 
increased from the 1979 average of 9.5 mil- 
lion bpd on Ocl 1. 

The minister also said that the next ordi- 
nary meeting of OPEC would take (dace in 
Bali. Indonesia, in December as planned, and 
that he thought all members would attend. 

Oil to India 

Meanwhile Saudi Arabia has promised to 
consider India’s request for crude oil to offset 
loss of supplies from Iraq and Iran because of 
the Gulf war, Indian Finance Minister R. 
Venkataraman said Monday. 

The minister, who arrived in the United 
Arab Emirates (UAE) from Saudi Arabia 
Monday, declined to give further details. He 
told Reuters by telephone from Dubai that he 
would discuss India’ s oil needs with the UAE 
authorities Tuesday. 


DAMASCUS, Nov. 17 (Agenriesl - 
Syrian President Hafez Assad Monday 
received from King Khaled a message 
believed to be connected with the latest 

developments in the Middle East and the 
Arab summit scheduled for Amman Nov, 25. 
The message was delivered to Assad by Fore- 
ign Minister Prince Saud AI Faisal, who 
arrived here earlier Monday and went 
straight into conference with his Syrian coun- 
terpart. Abdul-Halim Khaddam. 

King Khaled Sunday received Palestinian 
leader Yasser Arafat, who is touring the Gulf 
stales to try to persuade their rulers to sup- 
port Syria's request to postpone the summit. 
Syria has asked for the summit to be put off. 
saying the Arab world's state of disarray 
made the convening of the conference inop- 
portune. and that discussion of inter- Arab 
differences would only deepen them. 

But Jordan argues that Syria’s reasons for 
seeking a postponement make the summit 
necessary as it says the differences can be 
strived only at the highest level. 

Meanwhile, the secretary general of the 
Arab League Chcdli Klibi arrived in Riyadh 
Monday for a meeting with King Khaled and 
Crown Prince Fahd. Klibi also was believed 
to have discussed with the government lead- 
ers the fate of the proposed summit. 

Sixteen of 21 Arab states have said they're 


willing to attend the summit, according to 
Jordanian sources. 

Prince Saud will also attend the Arab fore- 
ign ministers meeting Wednesday in prepara- 
tion for the summit in Jordan, the Saudi Ara- 
bian Embassy- announced in Amman. 

Kuwait also officially announced it will 
attend the summit. The announcement 
appeared to he an effort to back Jordan’s 
claim that 1 6 Arab countries have agreed to 
attend the summit. Jordan said it willhost the 
meeting, despite opposition. 

Sudan also announced it would attend, 
according to a report published in Cairo by 
the Middle East News Agency. 

_ Reporting from the Sudanese capital of 
Khartoum, the agency said Sudan’s agree- 
ment to take pan in the planned summit 
“stemmed from its keenness to participate m 
Arab initiatives.” 

Libya, Lebanon and South Yemen joined 
Syria's call but the PLO is undededed. 

Mauritania has yet to announce whether it 
will attend. Egypt, which was expelled from 
the Arab League in October 1978 after sign- 
ing a peace treaty with Israel will not attend. 

The Jordanian ministry of occupied Arab 
territories announced it would submit a work- 
ing paper at the summit outlining a new 
financial aid program to the (Israeli- 
occupied) West Bank and Ga 2 u Strip, 
occupied by Israel in the 1 967 Mideast war. 


Egyptian press report denied 


RIYADH. Nov. 17 (SPA) - The Royal 
Court has categorically denied an Egyptian 
press report that King Khaled and Crown 
Prince Fahd had sent cables of congratula- 
tions to Dr. Sayyid Nofal on the occasion of 
the advent of the new Hijrah century, the 
15th. 

Dr. Nofel was assistant secretary general of 


the Arab League before it was transferred tc 
Tunis following the severance of diplomat! 
relations between Egypt and most Aral 
countries. He was late appointed by Presi 
dent Sadat to the post of secretary genrui o 
the new ly formed League of Muslim States it 
Cairo. Sadat dedicated the league a few dav: 
ago. 


Israelis shoot Palestinian girl

Israeli military sources said the incident 
sianed when secondary students threw rocks 
at the vchide of the West BSnk military gov- 
ernor, Binyamin Ben Elazar. as it passed 
through the town. Gen. Ben Ehzar was not in 
the car at the time.

Iran has dominated the news from the 
Middle East for the last two years. The 
revolution against the Shah was perfectly 
predictable by anyone who would open his 
eyes. Many (fid; but few of them were in our 
government. The State Department, never 
having recovered from the battering it had 
received at the hands of Joe McCarthy, was 
reduced to complete ineffectiveness during 
tiie eight-year reign of Henry Kissinger. It 
would never dare tell the president anything 
as disturbing to his preconceived notions as 
the imminence of the fall of the Shah. The 
leadership of the CIA was worse; it was 
psychologically incapable of adtaritfing ito 
itself that the CIA’ s one golden victory of fire 
last thirty years was turning to dust. Conse- 
quently, President Carter went through most 
of 1978 without having the remotest inkling 
that the rule of the Shah was about to end. 

The Iraq- Iran war should have surprised 
no one. For the past 18 months Tehran radio 
had been broadcasting calls for the founda- 
tion of an “Islamic Republicf embracing 
Kuwait, Afghanistan, eastern Saudi Arabia, 
and all the Gulf states down to Oman. And 
Iraq, which contains the holiest cities erf Shi’ a 
Islam, must be the heart of this republic. 
Bani-Sadr, the new Iranian president, says 
constantly that “Oar revolution will not be 
successful until if has been exported”. And 
Iranian radios beam daily broadcasts to Iraq 
saying, “Iraqi soldiers, kfll your officers; Ira- 
qis, rise up and overthrow the infidel masters 
of Baghdad; Iraqis, loll Saddam Hussein, the 
infidel President of Baghdad. It is your religi- 
ous duty to do . so.” Saddam Hussein 
responded by calling on the Arabs of Arabes- 
tan to revolt and throw off their Persian yoke. 
Both sides tried sabotage io tbe other country 
and then, in September, the Iraqis attacked. 
Their territorial demands are not very impor- 
tant, although it will not be easy to work out a 
compromise on the Shatt-al-Arab. The main 
Iraqi goal is the end to rite calls from Iran for 
subversion, for the destruction erf the Arab 
states, for the forming of the grand “Islamic 
Republic” . In this it is strongly supported by 
all moderate Arab states. ■ 

The coming counter-revolution in Ir^n is as 
dear today as the revolution against the Shah 
was in 1977. Iran has gone through periods of 
Islamic puritanism in the past and has always 
reasserted its own genius. The Persian 
character is not congenial to regimes that ban 
music, pictorial art and wine. Ayatollah 
Khomeini says “Muslims should devote 
themselves to work and td prayer” but this is. 
not enough for most Iranians. Most dasses in 
Iran supported the revolution and rallied 
around the mosque as the only effective 
organization fighting the Shah. It was not

because Iranians aspired to a puritan Islamic 
regime. 

The revolution is already coming apart. 
The professionals are united against it; the 
woriteis and the peasants have toned against 
it The promises of utopia after the overthrow 
of the “monster” have not materialized; 
economic conditions even before the war 
with Iraq were disastrous. Inflation is high 
and unemployment is ruiming between 40-60 
per cent. Only the bazaris (the lower middle 
class which dominate the cities) are still with 
the mullahs and there is information that 
they, too, are slipping away. 

The danger is that the Tndeh Party (the 
Communist Party of Iran) will provide die 
focal point for the new revolution. People will 
rally around it, not because they are Com- 
munist but because they see it as the only 
means <rf getting rid Of the hated mullahs. 
There is less danger of this now than there 
was a year ago. After the invasion of 
Afghanistan, the Russians are now equated 
with die Americans as “world devils” and 
throughout Iran there is less willingness to 
tom to Communists for salvation. The Iraq- 
Iran war has revitalized, the military to a cer- 
tain extent. Whether it wins or loses the war, 
it anil be in a better position to re-establish its 
authority, provided that there is one strong 
mifitary leader around which the mQrtaiy 
forces can congregate. If there is a military 
coup, die new military leader could conclude 
a peace with Iraq based on little more than a 
promise to abandon the “Islamic Republic”. 
If we play our hand correctly (we have not 
done so in the past), the Iraq-Iran war could 
end with our position enhanced in both coun- 
tries. Rut green out past record of bhmdering 
in Iran, it seems more Iikety that we will reach 
an accommodation with the mullahs just 
before they are overthrown, thereby incur- 
ring die enmity erf the new regime and malting 
Iraq even more implacably hostile to is than 
it has been. Perhaps the Reagan Administra- 
tion will be more realistic. ’Hie Middle East 
advisers currently around Reagan give no 
hope for improvement. Perhaps o diets will 
be chosen. . 

As important as the Iraq-Iran war is, the 
overriding Middle Eastern issue remains the 
Arab-Israeii conflict. It is the only problem of 
the area (bat unites Middle Eastern govern- 
ments against the United States. It is the only 

. problem that — not solved — could threaten 
America’s vital interests. 

The Middle East has figured prominently 
in every American presidential election since 
1948. With the startling exception of 1956 
when President Eisenhower ordered Israel to 
withdrawal from Egypt and still won an 
overwhelming victory, the main contenders 
for the presidency have toed with each other 
in what they will do for Israel. This is done on 
the questionable assumption that the Jewish 
community is a monolithic, single-issue bloc 
which votes for the candidate whose promises 
to Israel are the most sweeping. 

In the past die Arabs have regularly been 
frightened and .the Israelis correspondingly

joyful during these periods. More recently, 
the Arabs have become more relaxed while 
Israel and the American Jewish community 
have become more cynicaL The more 
extreme promises made or implied to Israel 
have conveniently been forgotten after the 
election. The best example is the Democratic 
Platform which consistently carries a plank 
railing for the removal of our embassy from 
Tel Aviv to Jerusalem while every Democra- 
tic president, recognizing the dangers in such 
an action, i g nores it This is not to imply that 
all promises have been forgotten; aO Ameri- 
can presidents have supported massive milit- 
ary and economic aid programs for Israel and 
diplomatic support for Israel in the Middle 
East and in the United Nations. 

This election was different. Senator Ken- 
nedy, in the New York Democratic Primary, 
said that T immy Carter had already put pres- 
sure on Israel and he asked voters to imagine 
what Carter would do if he were re-elected 
and no longer feared the electorate. Republi- 
can commentators agreed. William Safi re 
wrote about Carter’s public pronouncements 
and his “private deception”: 

“The message is onmistakablei just let us get 
fliis ally business of an election behind us, and 
we (the Democrats) will bring b ack Andy 
Young, force the Israelis to hand over die West 
Rant: to the PLO and invite the Soviet Union 
into the Middle East for a truly ‘comprehen- 
sive’ solution— as we planned all 
along." (“The Great Deception". William 
Safes. New fork Times, June 19, 1980) 

The Arabs, the Israelis and much of the 
American Jewish community tended to 
believe these accusations. So did I. Carter's 
personal loyalty is weflknown. He perhaps 
carried this to an extreme in devotion to the 
men of inferior ability with whom be sur- 
rounded himself id the White House and who 
without a doubt contributed to his failure. 
But it is an attractive human Christian 
characteristic. What is less well known is that 


the obverse of this coip is a strong streak of 
vindictiveness. This is what worried the 
Israelis and heartened the Arabs. They knew 
that Carter had been deceived repeatedly by 
Prime Minister Begin of Israel. Carter 
thought and said he had an Israeli agreement 
at Camp David ending new settlements on 
the West Bank for five years but then Begin 
said a few hours later that settlements would 
go forward; they have on till this day. Arabs 
and Israelis know of Carter’s anger when he 
talked about autonomy for the West Bank 
and then heard Begin define it publicly in 
terms, that make the Bantustans of South 
Africa look like models of liberal democracy. 
We wifi now never know, but it is reasonable 
to assume that had Carter been re-elected, be 
would have remembered this deception and 
fulfilled his oft-repeated promise to reach a 
comprehensive peace settlement in the Mid- 
dle East even ff it had required American 
pressure on Israel to give up the Arab lands it 
took in 1976. 

Governor Reagan understands as little 
now about the Middle East as Governor Car- 
ter did in 1976. Both of them had strong . 
Christian Zionist sentiments but the contem- 
porary politics of the Middle East were-obs- 
cure and the extent of American interest in 
the area was unknown to both erf them. Presi- 
dent Carter learned quickly. Governor 
Reagan has as yet had little exposure to the 
facts; everything has been subordinate to the 
election. In October 1979, when Governor 
John ConnalJy gave a speech to the National 
Press Cub on the Middle East, he defined the 
area in terms of America's interest; he said 
that Israel must surely be defended, that we 
had a national and moral commitment to 
Israel but we had uo obligation to underwrite 
Israeli territorial expansion, Israel must 
withdraw to the 1967 borders and the Pales- 
tinians must recognize Israel. Governor 
Reagan did not attack Connally — the only 
one of the candidates who did not It was 
assumed than — if we can remember that far 
bade — that Teddy Kennedy would be the 
Democratic nominee and Reagan would 
have little hope of winning Jewish votes or 
influence away from him. It seemed, there- 
fore, innocuous and might even be helpful to 
take a balanced position on the Middle East. 
But Kennedy stumbled mid Carter was 
dearly much more vulnerable on the issue. 
Governor Reagan then made a number of 
statements on the Middle East with which we 
will all have to live: 

"„.the Palestine Liberation Organization has 
‘murdered more Palestinians than Israelis’ and 
•represents no one but the leaders who estab- 
lished it as a means of organizing aggression 
against Israel. And he would never recognize 
it. C* Reagan: Carter imperils Israel”, Lou Can- 
non, Washington Foa, Sept. 4, 1960) 

“1 don’t see any reason to negotiate with a 
terrorist group. If die PLO were to embrace 
U.N Resolution 242, Td stiD want to know 
whether they represent the Palestinian people 
they riftirn to represent." (“Reagan on Israer , 
William Satire, New fork Times, March 24. 
1980) 

“Reagan also Warned Arabs on the touchy issue 


of Palestinian refugees, saying that the problem 
was created when Arabs left thir homeland 
against the appeal of the newly created Israeli 
government in L94S. One solution to the 
refugee problem, Reagan said, 1 could be assimi- 
lation in Jordan, designated by the United 
Nations as the Arab Palestinian 
state.’ ” ("Reagan: Carter Imperils Israel”, 
Lou Cannon, Wasfefagfon Pott, Sept. 4 . 1980) 
Governor Reagan says, and apparently 
believes, that Israeli presence is a bulwark 
against Communist expansion in the Middle 
East, a view which is commonly heard in this 
counfry. It is considered the most egregious 
sophistry in the Middle East where all mod- 
erates know that America’s support of Israel 
has opened up the area to Soviet penetration. 
Our Arab and Israeli friends know and tell us 
repeatedly that, were there a comprehensive 
Middle Eastern settlement, Russian influ- 
ence would decline or even disappear. 

In mid- March 1979, Governor Reagan 
spoke about the Middle East to a group of 
Jewish leaders brought together by Albert A. 
Spiegel of Los Angeles, a Reagan campaign 
vice chairman. This meeting was described by 
William Satire. Reagan told the Jewish lead- 
ers that the would never have voted for the 
U.N. Resolution condemning Israel and 
ordering it to dismantle settlements on the 
West Bank and Jerusalem. 

"1 would have ordered the Ambassador to vote 
•No’ on this. This administration should rescind 
this vote and there should be an investigation 
into who makes our Middle Eastern policy what 
it is. The West bank should be a derision 
worked out by Jordan and Israel. I would never 
have supported dismantling." (New Ynk 
Thorn. March 24. 1980) 

His statements cm Jerusalem were also 
most explicit. He was asked what he meant 
when he referred to “dn undivided 
Jerusalem 1 ’ and it was pointed out to him that 
there were several detinitions of this includ- 
ing international control. Reagan replied: 

■■[ meant that the sovereignty is Israer s. An 
undivided city of Jerusalem and sovereignty for 
Israel over that city." ( New York Times, March 
24.1980) 

Arabs were quickly made familiar with 
these statements. They were widely discussed 
in Saudi Arabia and elsewhere. I was in 
Riyadh shortly thereafter and asked a gather- 
ing of Saudi Arabian ministers and deputy 
ministers what would beppen to our bilateral 
relations if Reagan were elected and such a 
program were implemented. The kindest 
remark was that the Arabs would immedi- 
ately revise their relations with the United 
States. The consensus was that any Arab gov- 
ernment which did not break diplomatic rela- 
tions with the United States would be over- 
thrown. One deputy minister said that he 
wished this would happen. Then the eyes of 
all Arabs would be opened, he said, and there 
could no longer be any pretense that the 
United States was a friend of the Arabs or 
was anything other than a tool used to cany' 
out Israel s designs. 

Subsequent statements made by Governor 
Reagan have disturbed all Arab leaders but 
particularly the moderate ones who see their 


own positions threatened by the wave of 
radicalization if America abandons its friends 
in the Arab world. The question now is: will 
President Reagan implement his promises or 
will he reverse himself? It would not be the' 
first time in history for an American political 
candidate to forget campaign promises in the 
light of reality and America's overall interest. 
It will be more difficult for Reagan to do this 
as he has been questioned specifically on this 
point. Would he not do as other candidates 
have done and change his position under the 
influence of “baleful Arabists" in the 
Department of State? He replied: 

“I lack a great deal of confidence in the present 
State Department. I think the state Depart- 
ment should represent the policies of the Presi- 
dent — they’re not in business for them- 
selves." (<Vr» York Times, March 24, I960) 
Hie Saudi Arabian position on oil produc- 
tion and oil pricing in the last two or three 
years has had nothing to do with the narrow 
economic interests of Saudi Arabia. The 
Kingdom increased production above its 
legal limit of 8.5 million barrles of oil per day 
when Iranian production was cut in 1978.

Since 1975, 
Saudi Arabia has successfully restrained the 
oil price increases in OPEC when the Shah of 
Iran, the Algerians, Nigerians and others 
were determined to increase prices dramati- 
cally. More recently and until the current 
war, through increasing production they have 
succeeded in forcing the oil price hawks to 
redude their selling prices. Saudi Arabia did 
this because it was asked to do so by the 
Carter Administration and because it

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Company to buy 
fleet for fishing 
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By a Staff Reporter 

RIYADH, Nov. 17 — The Board of Direc- 
tors of the Saudi Fishing Company decided 
here Sunday to acquire a fishing fleet and 
start operating as soon as possible to provide 
fish for local markets. 

The meeting was held under the Minister 
of Agriculture and Water Dr. Abdul Rah man 
A1 Sheikh. A spokesman said the number of 
shareholders had exceeded all expectations. 
More than 16,000 of them provided seven 
- limps the original capital erf SR30 million 
. shares put out for public subscription. As the 
, company ^rows, the government will offer 40 
per cent of its shares for public subscription. 

The intention of the company is to double 
the country’s catch to 32,000 tons. The gov- 
ernment decided to go ahead with the ven- 
ture after coming to the condnsion that the 
Kingdom's fishing industry needed high 
technology and aggressive planning. It was 
the only option both for improving yield and 
for bettering the standards of traditional 
fishermen. 

Hie Saudi Fishing company was formed by 

• a royal decree about six months ago. On 
shore, the company will establish facilities for 
marketing catches; at sea it will fish with its 
own fleet as well as ‘go into joint ventures 
with international companies’ for fishing; on 
die high seas it win enter joint ventures for 
fish exploitation. The company’s marketing 
will comprise private fishermen’s cat dies as 
well as its own. 

The initial size of the company’s fleet has 
not yet been decided, although the ultimate 
aim is to have between 100 and 130 vessels of 
different sizes. The company is to be based in 

‘ Jubail at the Gulf, with a second stage of 
development to cover Jizan. Jeddah will be 

• ; the third stop. 

The fishing company’s initial paid-up capi- 
tal was SR100 million, with the option of 
■ going up to SR200 million. The semi-state 
company sold its shares at SR100, apart from 
die 40, per cent of the equity held by the 


government. The company’s purpose is 
twofold. In addition to improving the overall 
performance of Saudi fishing by its own fleet 
and its own marketing facilities, the fishing 
company also will develop the performance 
of traditional fishermen through the force of 
organization .and example. It was found that 
this is the only-method feasible for the latter 
objective, cooperatives having been ruled out 
as impractical. 

Under the ambitious development plans, 
the government is following the recommen- 
dations of the Fisheries Development Prog- 
ram, set up by the Ministry of agriculture and 
Water and the British White Fish Authority. 
The five-year program that ended several 
months ago presented a comprehensive 
report on how to save the dying industry. 

The report warned that without action fish- 
ing could ‘cease to be an effective food pro- 
ducer 5 in five years. The younger generation 
was found to be drifting away from the liveli- 
hood of their fathers; unsophisticated 
equipment and primitive vessels were not 
fishing the richest waters of the Gulf and the 
Red Sea; poor handling and distribution 
methods were confining consumption to 
coastal areas.

DF exercise 
in Egypt 

naffected by 
plane crash 

Wadiington Bureau 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 17 — The new 
U.S. Rapid Deployment Force will con- 
tinue its training exercise in Egypt despite 
the crash Wednesday of a U.S. transport 
airplane ferrying equipment and supplies 
for the maneuvers, the Pentagon said. 

The crash at Cairo West Airport 
claimed the lives of 13 American militar y 
personnel, who were stationed at Mccord 
' air force base in Washington. No members 
of the rapid deployment command group 
' were killed. 

The maneuvers in Egypt, labeled the 
first test for the units assigned to the RDF 
got underway Saturday as planned and 
will continue for 10 days. 

While the crash of the air force C-141 
transport will necessarily have an “impact 
on the morale” of the some 1400 soldiers 
and airmen involved in the exercise, a 
military spokesman said there are no plans 
to modify the planned training. 

‘ After arriving at Cairo West Airport, 
the U.S. military units have then moved 
Into the Egyptian desert for the 1 0 days of 
joint maneuvers with the Egyptian mili t- 
aryforces. 

The crash occurred while the C- 14 1 was 
landing at the airport- It was the second 
tim e in less than three months that a U.S. 
military airplane in Egypt for a training 
exercise has crashed at the Cairo West 
Airport. 

In August a F-4 fighter plane crashed, | 
killing four U.S. servicemen, who were 
Conducting training on the F-4 with the 
Egyptian air force. 

Wednesday’s crash occurred during the 
deployment phase of ferrying supplies and 
equipment to Egypt, and not during a 
training sequence. The C-141 Staiiifter 
wag carrying pallets of general cargo, a 
small vehicle and equipment used in air- 
craft refueling, a spokesman said. Some of 
the cargo was labeled as ‘'hazardous 
cargo," which the spokesman said could 
he anything from paint to ammunition. 
The spokesman said the plane was not 
carrying a large quantity of fuel. 


Prospects for autonomy dim 

Peres backs 4 Jordan option 9 


TEL AVTV. Nov. 17 (AFP) — The pros- 
pects for Palestinian autonomy in Israeli- 
occupied territory appeared dim this week 
with the picture further complicated by a 
move toward King Hussein of Jordan by the 
Socialist International, meeting in Madrid. 

The idea of King Hussein representing the 
Palestinians in talks with Israel is an old one 
but was resurrected last week by Labor Party 
leader Shimon Peres who approached Social- 
ist International .following indications the 
party could win next year's elections. 

Polls give Labor a good chance of winning 
in scheduled November elections, and many 
observers doubt Menahem Begin’ s govern- 
ment will remain in office until then. The 
current autonomy plans, part of the Camp 
David peace agreement between Israel and 
Egypt, were the work of Begin and outgoing 
American President Jimmy Carter and look 
like being a major flop. 

The Israeli Labor Party has therefore 
decided to back the “ Jordan option ” in its 
electoral program. Early this month, Peres 
met Egyptian President Anwar Sadat in 
Cairo and is believed to have won partial 
support for the plan. 

In Madrid too. Peres achieved only partial 
success, although Egyptian Minister of State 
for Forign Affairs Butros Ghali assisted in 
drafting the motion he presented. This rec- 
ognized the Palestinians' “ legitimate rights " 
but not their right to an independent state 
and much less the role of the Palestine Liber- 


ation Oiganization (PLOI. 

Socialist parties split over the role of the 
PLO. with Italy and Spain demanding recog- 
nition of the PLO' s key position and calling 
for a “ direct agreement between Israel and 
the Palestinians. ** 

Austrian Chancellor Bruno Kreisky. 
highly influential in the Socialist Interna- 
tional, brought bitter attacks in the Israeli 
press Sunday for “ contradictory and unten- 
able ” positions after voicing support for both 
views. 

But the “ independence versus auton- 
omy'' issue is the crucial problem. As the 
Jerusalem Arab newspaper Al Shaab com- 
mented Sunday that no solution is acceptable 
“ other than an independent Palestinian 
state, which will decide alone on its links with 
other nations.” 

In Israel, the autonomy process is expected 
to be frozen, along with other issues, as the 
country enters a year of political campaign- 
ing- 

Sunday, Foreign Minister Yitzhak Shamir 
surprised newsmen by commenting on his 
departure for West Germany that the borders 
with Jordan were “ open to negotiation. ” 
But most observers rejected the view that he 
was thinking of any territorial concessions. 

The Labor Party has said it is prepared to 
return two thirds of the West Bank to Jordan, 
but Amman stands firmly by demands that 
the entire region, occupied in 1967, be 
returned.

Numeiri visits Ethiopia today 


KHARTOUM, Nov. 17 (R) — Sudanese 
President Jaafar Numeiri flies to neighboring 
Ethiopia Tuesday for a six-day visit aimed at 
improving relations which have been soured 
for years by the war in Ethiopia's Red Sea 
province of Eritrea. 

Numeiri is returning a visit to Khartoum by 
Ethiopian Head of State Mengistu Haile 
Mariam last May which followed a new 
agreement on regulating trade and the pas- 
sage of refugees across their common border. 

In an interview with a visiting reporter of 
the official Ethiopian News Agency ( ENA), 
Numeiri said: “Die Sudanese government 
and people consider the normalization of the 
traditionally dose relationship between 
Ethiopia and Sudan as a very positive and 
significant step toward the keeping of the 


Red Sea and littoral states from foreign i&ier- 
ference of any kind.” 

The 19-year-old war for the liberation of 
Eritrea from Ethiopia has driven up to 
400,000 Eritreans into Sudan. The freedom 
fighter groups have been largely supplied 
through Sudan. 

Diplomatic sources said there were signs of 
Ethiopian disappointment with the outcome 
of this year s rapprochement so far and some 
hints that the Sudanese authorities may 
tighten their control of border crossing points 
to maintain the momentum for better rela- 
tions. 

Eritrean fighter groups maintain offices in 
Khartoum. They dedined to discuss whether 
there had been any recent curb on the 
facilities accorded them.

Terrorism 
in Turkey 
4 drops 80% J 

ISTANBUL, Nov. 17 (AP) — A Turkish 
martial law commander has said terrorist 
activity in this key NATO member country 
dropped by 80 per cent since the generals 
seized power more than two months ago. 
Gen. Hayri Undul, in charge of martial law 
coordination, daimed “ anar chist, divisive 
and terrorist activity has been curbed to a 
great extent” since the bloodless coup Sept. 
12 . 

Undul’s remarks were carried by the 
semi -official Anatolia news agency Sunday. 
He was interviewed on Turkish television. 

The genera! said 5,241 people were killed 
by leftist and rightist gunmen in the last two 
years. According to independent observers, 
86 people, mostly suspected terrorists, have 
died in armed assaults or shootouts since the 
coup. 

Undul said there has been a marked 
increase in the number of bombing attacks 
which he characterized as “isolated incidents 
which are indicative of a demonstration of 
opposition" to the ruling military National 
Security Council. 

The general did not say how many people 
have been detained since the military inter- 
vention. but private sources put the figure at 
least 8,000.

LONDON, (OSS) — If you see a woman in 
a sari and another in a cotton frock, you know 
right away that they may see things differ- 
ently. But their husbands will probably be 
wearing the same dothes: the plain dark bus- 
iness suit that is the world’s most prevalent 
and most misleading unifo rm 

Take two businessmen even from the same 
town: one man in Montreal will speakFrench 
at home, another consider himself almost an 
American. Of two New York businessmen 
one may be a wily ex-Belgian, sharp and intel- 
lectual; another may have sprung from Idaho 
stock as wholesome as the potato, and aspire 
to a Westchester County golf dub as the 
home of the blessed. 

A London businessman, still trembfing 
from the collapse of Empire is totally differ- 
ent from a Frenchman. A Frenchman, his 
consciousness made up of a hundred convic- 
tions about food and Icstan&ng, , of lithe 
pieces of Napoleon and the necessity of being 
French, is a different animal, almost a differ- 
ent species, as he sits down to his serious 
lunch, from the Dane with his beer and smor- 
gasbord. 

A German will not just have a wife staying 
home to cook meals until the children are 13, 
while a Fren chman’ s children are in nunexy 
school at three; he will have Goethe and 
Hitler buried there somewhere, he'll have the 
gloom, the orderliness, the convictions about 
work that go with his nationality; there will be 
SO ways in which these men's real roots and 
home habi ts andcentral concerns are goinglo 
differ from one another. Yet they, wfll go to 
die same international business school,- 
absorb the same American management 
theory, possibly belong to die same interna- 
tional companies. 

Think of it globally and the mind almost 
stops performing at toe_ diversity of the 
Filipino, a Cadillac Catholic accustomed to 
servants standing in the doorway as he eats, 
compared to the beer-drinking Australian, 
not a servant in sight; a thrice-divorced 
American compared to an Indian who saw his 
wife far the first time on their wedding day (I 
remember hearing of the shock of an Ameri- : 
can at realising that an Indian psychologist. 
Freud-trained, conversant with Jung who had 
spent years in the West, enjoyed an arranged 
marriage; he looked so Westernised it hardly 
seemed possible). 

Yet see a bunch of businessmen at anair- 
port, a conference, in a Hflton anywhere and 
there’s the briefcase Brigade all 1 oolong the 


same. Tastes,' presumptions, loves, hates, 
loyalties may be utterly different; underneath . 
(hey may wear a St Christopher or a Star of 
David, a ha^^uit or a smudged tattoo saying 
I love Joftdte- the dark suit hides, it all. 

So whafgwrong with that? A suit's a suit, 
surely, and books either balance or don't bal- 
ance according to the laws of mathematics, 
not die customs of Lower Bottisland. 

I think it goes deeper than that. 

First off, it must distance management 
from its workforce: the common culture is 
with other managers. Belonging perhaps to a 
mul tina ti onal or at least aspiring to interna- 
tional standards, they are going to regard 
understanding the dxaps on the factory floor 
as a prelude to manipulating them, like being 
good with animals; there certainly won't be 
an identity of interest, such as might unite, 
say, die owner of a small Spanish factory and 
his 18 workers in an identical drunken devo- 
tion to the local saint or . bullfighter. 

Second, it can obviously lead to mistakes. 
Apply company policy with a spatula over the 
whole bumpy range of local conditions and 
some of- them are going to erupt. An obvious 
example is bribery: an American company 
ran lose face andfortnne if if s known to have 
dished out bribes, yet one company reckoned 
there were only 30 countries in the world 
where you could do business without it. 

Afore: because commerce is the common 
culture, the men in the dark suits are going to 
go round assuming people do things mainly 
for commercial reasons, that they will behave 
lik^ Economic Man in the textbooks. Then 
they’re completely thrown, when a set of 
CJyderidtTsh^stewaito? behave more like 
the fighting Highlan ders at Culloden than 

people, who tot up tbe.odds in the Financial 
Times. . .. 

The subtlest distortion, though, is in the 
coverriding importance that gets given to bus- 
iness considerations, since they are what the 
common culture understands. The need of a 
South American country for better politics or 
of an African one for more water, the impor- 
tance of keeping workers’ families together 
or children and diemi cals apart: these are the 
passionate concerns of people who actually 
belong in a place, but they don’t show up in 
die sales figures, they have no place on the 
balance sheet, they aren’t part of the interna- 
tional language. The human dimension is 
reduced, not because businessmen are mons- 
ters, but surqdy because tfiat is not the area in 
which they make common cause or earn each 
others respect.

NONG KHAI, Thailand (OSS) — We 
were still dithering on the steep. bank of the 
river when there was a dull thud about 50 
yards behind us.

$11 book prize is worth a fortune

PARIS, (OSS) — This is the beginning of 
tbe most exciting season in French literature, 
when about 1,500 literary prizes will be dis- 
tributed. 

The most important, the Goncourt, 
awarded Monday (17 November), after a 
traditional gourmet meal for the jury. 

The cash value of the 77-ycar-old Gon- 
courr is small — the winner receives only 50 
francs ($1 130) — but the winning book is 
guaranteed sales of at least half- a- million. 

The cachet of a special red wrapper marks 
it out in bookshops, and the author can usu- 
ally quit his bread-and-butter job and devote 
himself to full- rime writing. 

Only four times has die prize been given to 
anyone over 50, meaning that this year's crop 
of authors is likely to dominate toe style of 
French literature until the end of toe centmy. 

Only 10 favourites remain in toe last week 
of selection. Five of toe novels are not even 
set in France, while two of the authors five in 
the United States, one of them holding 


American nationality. In fact, four of the 10 
writers were not bom in Fiance. 

This cosmopolitan trend reflects a decline 
in French isolationism, an acceptance of out- 
ride influences, particularly from toe United 
States, and a readiness to examine guilt- 
ridden episodes in French history like anti- 
Semitism and colonialism. 

Curiously, this turning outwards coincides 
with official government concern about toe 
dedimug interest of schools in French affairs. 

The French used to like to read about toe 
country’s social and cultural problems. Not 
any more. Recently, one of France's biggest 
publishers launched a glossy magazine 
devoted solely to toe life of Paris and its sub- 
urbs. It collapsed ignominiously. 

Three of last year’s Goncourt favourites, 
inducting toe winner, were women. This year 
there are two in the last 10. Former actress 
Ndla Bielski, who is 45, was bom in the 
Ukraine end studied in Moscow. 

Her entry, SoFrexh and Beautiful Were die 
Roses, starts with the October revolution and 
ends with its actress heroine exiled in 


Deauville. 

Paule Constant, 36, a university lecturer, 
writes about a French family in Africa. 

A psychiatric hospital in New York is the 
setting of 36-year-old Tony Cartano’s novel 
Blackbird . 

Louis Gardd. 41, an Algerian-born 
economist, chose French colonialism as the 
subject of Fort Sagam*. 

A popular interest in Judaism is taken up 
by both Vladimir Volkaff, 47, who was bora 
in Soviet Georgia, and Elic Wissel, 52. who 
was born in Transylvania. Volkoff has been 
compared to Graham Greene, and his con- 
tender. Intersection, is a new attempt at what 
has been called ‘metaphysical espionage*. 

Wissel, an American citizen who holds a 
human sciences chair at Boston, is favourite 
for toe prize with his Testament qf a Murdered 
Jewish Poet , toe story of a young Jew in 
Europe before toe war. 

Only one of toe 1 0 is pure social analysis — 
Yves Navarre’ s Zoo, in which toe 40-year-old 
writer examines a bourgeois family’s reluc- 
tance to accept a homosexual son.

The parties to the threadbare charade of negotiations 
over “Palestinian autonomy]’ are now at a loss: The. 
Electoral landslide which buried the Carter administra- 
tion logically means that that game is now over, and that 
it is time to call an end to a “peace process” which was 
not able even to make a start. And that is why those 
parties — especially Egypt — try to mark time, in the 
forlorn hope that the new administration will see fit to 
grant them a reprieve. It was in this spirit that the Egyp- 
tians suggested a postponement for the meeting 
scheduled for Monday till next month. 

That supposed “autonomy” has earned the justified 
unanimous rejection and contempt of its chief would-be 
beneficiaries, the Palestinians, who live daily with the 
reality of the brutal and illegal Israeli military occupa- 
tion, with its daily quota of terror, eviction and land 
confiscation. The Palestinians on the West Bank and 
Gaza have, for all their suffering, never surrendered the 
fight for their rights, which they have waged with the 
means at hand. And the real question is how far Egypt* s 
collaboration with the enemy has hurt them, both 
spiritually and materially. 

An idea of the suffering of the Palestinians under their 
tormentors could be obtained from a BBC television 
report from the occupied territories. The extent of the 
persecution for a people who want nothing but their 
right to self-determination, and who have made it 
unambiguously dear that it is only the Palestine libera- 
tion Organization which can speak in their name, is a 
matter of shame for the Arab world and the interna- 
tional community as a whole. But above all it is a matter 
of shame for Egypt's rulers who are trading on that 
suffering. If public opinion in London was shocked by 
the conditions under which the Palestinians are forced to 
live, that report ought to be an eye-opener for the rulers 
. in Cairo. 

REAGAN TEAM IN MOSCOW 

Instead of a Soviet official team tlyrng mto Washing- 
ton to seek out their new counterparts in the Reagan 
administration, a Republican team has gone to Moscow 
to put the Kremlin “in the picture” regarding the 
attitudes and intentions of the Republicans as they 
assume power in the White House. 

The Americans were quick to say in Moscow that they 
carry no message from President-elect Reagan to the 
Kremlin leadership, and that their task is purely 
exploratory. The major themes they will broach with 
their hosts are expected to be that of the SALT II 
agreement, and the stand of the two superpowers on the 
many crises now active in the Third World. 

As the American team went to Moscow, the Euro- 
pean allies started sending their own missions to, 
Washington, to meet Reagan’s aides. The Europeans 
have been taken somewhat aback by Reagan’s massive 
win, and have had to quickly reopen old files on older 
Republican administrations to form an opinion on how 
best to approach the new one. Reagan’ s team, especially 
his Californian “kitchen cabinet,” which is expected to 
: wield great influence, contains personalities who are 
^relatively unkn own outside the United States; and the 
* Europeans will be especially interested in meeting them 
and hearing their views regarding the state of the 
alliance. ✓ 
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Clues to character of Reagan administration

LONDON - 

Ronald Reagan’s record as governor of Califor- 
nia offers some dues as to the likely character of his 
administration. First, his inclination is to delegate 
responsibility and to listen to those around him, 
which makes his choice of advisers particularly 
important. While his inner cirde will indude such 
faithful members of his California team as chief of 
staff Edwin Meese, in his cabinet appointments 
Reagan win probably reach for veterans of the 
Nixon and Ford administrations. 

He will thus avoid the error of Timmy Carter, who 
largely ignored die Washington community in 
choosing hi? advisers. 

The key post of secretary of state is presumably 
the only one which would persuade Henry Kis- 
singer to join the Reagan cabinet. In the latter 
stages of the camp aign, as Carter sough t to emphas- 
ize Reagan’s inexperience in foreign affairs, Kis- 
singer was incr easing ly brought to the force. Yet 
many on the Republican Right would balk ai having 
Kissinger back, and Reagan may feel that the mar- 
gin erf his victory gives him a free hand to appoint a 
more thoroughgoing conservative. 

Economic advisers will indnde William Simon, 
secretary of the treasury under Nixon and Ford, 


known for his financial austerity, and Alan Greens- 
pan, who chaired the Coundl of Economic Advisers 
under Ford. Leading monetarist Milton Friedman 
will likely give advice in a less formal capacity. 

Although a distinct conservative bias is probable, 
policy-making will not be strictly a matter of ideol- 
ogy. In California, elected on a right-wing platform, 
Reagan showed considerable, perhaps excessive, 
flexibility: during his governorship, public spending 
increased by 120 per cent, and he signed into law 
die most liberal abortion legislation in the country. 

Reagan has insisted that as president he will 
renegotiate the SALT 11 treaty. He reasons that the 
Soviet Union may be prepared to make such a deal 
because the alternative, a major escalation in the 
arms race, would put intolerable strains on the 
Soviet economy. 

Reagan wants “a margin of safely” ;he 
defines this as “ whatever it takes to be strong 
enough that no other nation will dare violate the 
peace." On the Middle East, it seems dear that 
Reagan will have to retreat from his unabashedly 
pro-Israel stance. He has not committed himself on 
the Camp David agreements, nor proposed any - 
answers of his own to the Palestinian problem. 

At home, Reagan vowed in his* victory speech 
that his first priority would be to “ pot America 


back to work.” In addition to his umbrella 
economic prescription of substantial tax cuts and 
less regulation, he has proposed to tackle unemp- 
loyment by the creation of " urban enterprise 
zones ” and by modifying the minimum wage laws 
for young people. 

Inflation will be fought by keeping tight control 
erf the money supply and by cutting federal spend- 
ing. Reagan insists that he can do this by “ eliminat- 
ing waste and fraud ” in government agencies, but. 
as has happened under Margaret Thatcher in Bri- 
tain, it may be that welfare programs are sacrificed. 

The pace at which Reagan is able to move on his 
conservative track will depend on his working rela- 
tionship with Capitol Hill, where he confronts a 
Democratic majority in the House of Representa- 
tives. 

Whatever his success, it is almost certain that, on 
account of his age. Reagan's wilt be a one-term 
administration. His work will be completed by his 
successor — George Bush, of course, is heir appar- 
ent — unless the Democrats recover from their 
present disarray and recapture the White House in 
1984. • " ■ •" *. 

With Edward Kennedy as their prospective 
standard-bearer, the next presidential election is 
already an intriguing prospect. — (OFNS) 


Whites quitting Mugabe’s civil service

SALISBURY - 
At his farewell party before emigration to South 
Africa, the white civil servant spoke loudly and 
angrily to. Mends about his replacement, a 25- 
year-old black woman. “ It took me 21 hard years 
to get where I got, ” he fumed. “ I took her a night 
with the man at the top. ” 

Whether that really was now the woman got her 
$30,000 a year job is not dear. What is dear is that 
most of the 1 ,000 white civil servants who have quit 
their posts since the black majority government of 
Prime Minister Robert Mugabe came to power 
eight months ago have left the country with little 
money and a lot of bitterness. 

*’ There's no future for the white in this dvfl 
service, ” said one of the 1 1 ,800 whites still remain- 
ing in the 44,000-strong service. He, like hundreds 
of his colleagues, plans to leave when his children 
finish the school year. “ We’re being overtaken by 
blacks in promotions, we’re often ignored by our 
ministers and ' we’re not allowed to handle work 

cf a sensitive nature. ” 

Yet no white civil servants have been sacked. 
Some have in fact been pushed up the promotion 
* ladder over bemused blacks, and most have 
adjusted to accepting yesterday’s servants as 
today’s masters. 


“ A year ago I was out in the bush fighting these 
chaps, ” a white employee of the ministry of infor- 
mation, immigration and tourism confided, “ Yet I 
get on like a house on fire with my new boss, and he 
was a terr (terrorist) . ” 

At the state-owned television station, Roy Bras- 
sington. Mervy Hamilton and other white announ- 
cers who once read bulletins about “ terrorist lead- 
ers, ” today speak of them, poker-faced, as ** com- 
rades.” 

In the officers’ mess at King George VI barracks, 
headquarters of an army that is being reshaped to 
include rival combatants in the conflict, white col- 
onels, majors and captains stand rounds of drinks 
for the guerrilla commanders they once hunted 
down. 

And at the ministry of labor and social welfare, 
one white officer sacrifices his lunch hours to teach 
trainees how to handle his job. It wasn’t always like 
that 

Prime Minister Mugabe was forced, a month 
after independence, to freeze all advancements and 
appointments when he learned that the whites were 
feverishly promoting themselves through what one 
aide described as “ a white Mafia protection soci- 
ety, " the white-dominated Public Service Commis- 
sion. That has stopped. 

In a rare tribute to white civil servants recently in 


the Upper House of Parliament. Senator John- 
Shoniwa declared : “ When one considers the mas- 
ters they served yesterday, what went on yesterday 
and the prospects of African government standing 
in front of them, 1 must say I salute them for having 
opted to serve with us. " 

Like most of the 200,000 whites still in Zim- 
babwe — at a time when 1,500 are leaving every 
month — the civil servants peg their future here to 
the existing high standards of health care, education 
and law and order. 

“ If die level of our life-style fa Us too low, we’ U go 
elsewhere,” a commerce and industry ministry 
employee told me. “ But that could be a long way 
off.” 

Like other whites, the civil servants get edgy 
when they read in their daily Herald of the latest 
litany of lawlessness, the banishment of outspoken 
former military commander LL Gen. Peter Walls, 
threats to strip former Prime Minister Ian Smith of 
his citizenship and the murder trial of Minister 
Edgar Tekere. 

But little has really changed in the civil service 
world. Marxism, the war cry erf many of Mugabe's 
guerrillas, has hardly made a mark. The new breed 
of black civil servant covets his car, suburban house 
and garden, his dark suits and his dinner parties as 
much as his white counterpart. — (OFNS) 


Inside 
Pol Pot’s 
torture school

PHNOM PENH - 

The mad logic oT Pol Pot is exemplified by Tuol 
SIcng, his " Detention. Torture and Extermination 
Center” in Phnom Penh, with its execution lists, 
lunatic diagrams representing Cl A. KGB ami Viet- 
namese subversion networks, and above all confes- 
sions totaling nearly 1 50,000 pages. 

Tuol Sleng, once a French high school, u in the 
center of the capital. Its executkmcr-in-tiiief, 
•” Brother” Dcuch, was once a schoolteacher. Hr 
answered directly to Pol Pot’s Defense Minister, 
Son Sen, another former teacher and Pans Univer- 
sity student. 

The complex consists of four large, three-story , 
concrete buildings with balcony corridors. It is now 
a museum, and its torture chambers are a monu- 
ment to the thousands who died there. 

The museum is staffed by Cambodians and the 
.director. Ung Pech, 52. is an ex-prisoncr. He sur- 
vived because he was the prison's handyman. 
Others were not so lucky : nearly 1 7.000 people 
were ” crushed to bits ” (Pol Pot newspeak for 
liquidated) in Tuol SIcng. including 2,000 children. 

Prominent among the stacks of paper is the con- 
fession of Hu Nim. who once served as commerce 
minister in Prince Norodom Sihanouk's cabinet. Hu 
Nim wrote seven confessions totaling nearly 250 
pages. Each page is neatly handwritten, signed, 
thumb-printed and corrected in red ink by Dcuch. 

Ung Pech recently uncovered a confession 
implicating the nominal chief of Tuol SIcng, 
Defense Minister Son Sen, in a subversive network; 
(Merely to be named in a confession usually led 
directly to arrest, torture, another confession and 
finally the ” re-education ’* of the common grave, 
With the implication of Son Sen, Democratic Kam- 
puchea’s paranoid bureaucracy had begun to 
devour itself.) 

The torture and killings were studiously organ- 
ized, as is evident from a set of notes discovered 
near Tuol Sleng last year and headed. " Human 
Experiments. ” It reads in part : 

1. A 17-year-old girl, with her throat cut and 
stomach slashed, put in water from 7.55 p.m. until 
9-20 a.m. when the body begins to float slowly to 
the top, which it reaches by 11.00 a.m. 

2. A 1 7-year-old girl bashed to death , then put in 
water as before, for the" same period, but the body 
rises to the top at 1.7 p m, 

3. A big woman, stabbed in the throat, her 
stomach slashed and taken ouL Put in water at 9M 
p.m., the body rises to the top at 227 a,m. 

_ And so on, in relentless detail. Sometimes the 
victims were still alive. Sometimes they were put 
into the water four at a time. (OFNS) 


Saudi Arabian Press Review 


A1 Riyadh and Al Medina Monday led with the 
arrival of PLO Chairman Yasser Arafat, who was 
received by King Khaled at the Royal Palace in 
Riyadh Sunday. Al Nadwa and Al Tom ran as their 
lead stories Canadian Premier Trudeau's talks with 
Crown Prince Fahd and Foreign Minis ter Prince 
Saud Al-FaisaL In a lead story, Al Jadrdh said the 
Arab League has not heard of any Arab state not 
p lanning to the Arab summit conference in 
Amman. 

Newspapers reported Iran’s renewed attacks on 
Kuwaiti territory and further advances by the Iraqi 
forces into Iranian territory. In a page-one story 
(Aforfmz said that Arab League Secretary General 
CSedli KlibI was optimistic over the success of the 
Arab summi t, Al Riyadh gave front-page promi- 
nence to the reported killing of Afghan bedouins 
and their livestock by Soviet troops in retaliation for 
the activities of Agfaan insurgents. 

Newspaper editorials continued to comment on 
the porjected Arab summit and stressed the need 
for solidarity in the light of expected changes in the 
policy of the superpowers in the region. Some pap- 
ers dealt with the Canadian premier’s talks with 
Saudi Arabian leaders. Commenting on the 
Amman Arab summit, Al Riyadh regretted that the 
prime issue of the Arabs should be created like a 
“ball" to be thrown here and there. 

On the same subject, Al Jaarah Also regretted 
that differences among the Arab leaders were never 
as sharp as they are now. These rifts have led to 
complications in the Arab gelations and created 
bitterness, it saitLAmid these differences, the paper 
said, the Iraq- 1 ran war has further aggravated the 
risks and provided chance for ambitious forces to 
l«»k toward the region with greedy eyes. The paper 
said the only way out from the present difficult, 
situation is to hold a meeting of Arab leaders to 
discuss the problems. It added that the Amman 
j summit provided the right opportunity for such a 


meeting in which differences could be sorted out. 

Dwelling on the Arab summit, Okaz noted that 
the circumstances now prevailing in theArab world 
□take it still more necessary to hold the conference, 
in order to streamline the Arab ranks and map a 
unified strategy for a new move at the international 
level. The paper said there was hardly any need to 
say that this move should take place through a 
well-studied plan and a perfect awareness erf the 
changes in the region. 

Al Nadwa also stressed the need far a summit 
conference and added that Arab solidarity was 
indispensable to counter the challenges and threats 
now facing the nation. The paper reminded readers 
that Arab meetings earlier - demonstrated their 
effectiveness in bringing out constructive resolu- 
tions and checking any further deterioration in the 
Arab stance. It reiterated that the convening of the 
Arab summit on time was a pressing necessity, since 
it would provide further opportunity for a collective 
action to restore solidarity. 

Al Medina also hoped the Arabs would avoid 
marginal differences. Such a step would be helpful 
in overcoming difficulties which the enemies are 
trying to create in the way of Arab unity the paper 
said, and added that Arabs would do well to work 
within the framework of the Arab League to elimi- 
nate the obstacles ind to achieve the hopes and 
aspirations of their- peoples. 

Al Tom observed that the Amman conference 
would not be a mere meeting, since it would be 
discussing a host of problems and crises now 
bedevilling the Arab nation.' Under the present cir- 
cumstances, marginal issues ought to be overlooked 
and serious work started. A positive approach 
would help keep the sublime interests of the Arab 
nation above narrow, regional interests, the paper 
concluded. 

Al Bilad spoke of foe importance of the Saudi 
Arabian role at international level. When the King- 


dom opens its arms to foe leaders of the world it 
always aims to work for world peace, stability and 
foe promotion of economic and scientific programs 
in the worid, the paper said. The Saudi Arabian 


leadership has made it dear that it will always insist 
on an Arab and Islamic role in confronting hostile 
forces which keep trying to harm foe interests of the 
Arab and Islamic nation.

toward a comprehensive Middle East peace 
settlement immediately after the election. 

President Carter was certainly not pro- 
Arab during the late campaign. The lack of 
p native response in tile United States to the 
Saudi increase in oil production shocked and 
hurt the Saudi Arabians. Not once did they 
hear a statement from any senior American 
government official commending them for 
their actions. Some Saudi Arabians may 
understand this silence but most of them 
expect some expression of gratitude for then- 
actions. President carter referred frequently 
to OPEC as. the only reason for continuing 
inflation in the United States and he has 
implied that OPEC and the Arabs are our 
enemies. He' has called Iraq a “dient of the 
Soviet Union” when all Arabs, and indeed 
anyone who opens his eyes, knows how- 
grotesque this is. 

Carter has also taken other actions the 
Arabs consider hostile. The Saudi Arabians 
had asked for additional equipment for the 
F-lfFs they are buying from the United 
States. They were persuaded not to pursue 
the matter until after the election as it seemed 
unlikely the Congress would approve die 
sale. The discussions nevertheless continued 
and the matter presumably would have been 
re-opened after the election. Then two weeks 
before the election. President Carter (with- 
out any wa rning) annoimred that the 
would never proceed. It wiD be difficult for 
President Reagan to reverse this decision and 
Saudi Arabia will have to look elsewhere for 
advanced aircraft. 

The United States and Israel have been 
negotiating an oil supply contract for several 
years and it has just been concluded- The 
Israeli chief negotiator, Yitzhak Modai, 
announced on his return to Israel that he 
knew the agreement could have been signed a 
year eariier but he also knew he could get 
better terms if he waited until just before our 
election. He did -indeed. The United States 
will supply Israel with oil, not only when 
there is a shortage by taking it out of our own 
supplies but also when the price goes too high 
(in other words we will buy oil on the spot 
market and sell to Israel at the average price 
of the upper end of our imports. It will be 
costly. If our most expensive imports 
are dose to the world price (say 532 a barrel) 
and the spot price rises to $52 a barrel — not 
an unreasonable assumption if there is 
another Middle Eastern war dr even if the 
Iraq- Iran war spreads — this would mean our 
buying the oil on the world market for $52 
and sellin g it to Israel for $20 less. Although 
Israel's imports are not great, their 200,000 
barrels a day of imports could cost us $4 mil- 
lion a day or $1.5 billion a year. Not an insig- 
nificant amount, even for the United States. 
Vice President Mondale announced the 
agreement to a Jewish group in Miami. He 
did not give the details.' 

Nonetheless, these recent actions — as 
important as they were — would not neces- 
sarily have "been 'ttudal if Carter, after the 
election, had gone forward on the basic Mid- 
dle East peace plan. Now all hangs on what 
President Reagan learns about the subject 
and what he does. 

The Russian move into Afghanistan was 
condemned widely in the Islamic world, most 
strongly and most notably by Iraq, the coun- 
try which the American press and even the 
American president strangely persists in cal- 


ling a “Soviet dienr” or “an agent of Russian 
im p e rialism^ , gM/MBm Hussein, the president 
of Iraq, is high on the Rnsrian list of world 
leaders they would Dke to dispose of. He 


son and at times of political stress has 
thf.m This would be strange action, 
in a “ Soviet dknt”. A basic American error 
over Afghanistan was to assume that ii 
edipsed all other problems and all countries 
in theMiddle East could see who the “real 
enemy' was. We were tailed into pleasant 
deafness by Arab and Muslim condemnation 
of the Soviet Union; we ( did not hear them 
when they saidgjhat Palestine was still the 
overriding Middle East problem and that 
“■Jerusalem is infini tely more important to us 
than is Kabul” . 

Iraq has an advantage of having no com- 
mon border with die Soviet Union. Iran does, 
and the Soviet aspirations in the area are 
concentrated orilian, not on Iraq or even on 
the Arab woiidJ This is not to imply that the 
Arabs axe less^mportant than Iran in abso- 
lute twms; they arc much more important. 
But Iran has mare attractions to die Soviet 
Union: they share a long border, Iran has 
ports on the ImSan Ocean;, and it has the oil 
the Soviets w3L almost certainly need before 
the end of dm decade. 

The taking -of the hostages by the Iranians 
was a matter of great concern to the United 
States. But a great power should not adopt a 
foreign policy designed to free 50prisoneis of 
war. The United States has an overriding 
foreign policy interest in Iran, Le., that Iran 
remain independent and out of the Soviet 
orbit. Our handling of the Iranian revolution 
has not been noticeably successful in advanc- 
ing toward this goaL We thought we could 
prevent the return of Ayatollah Khomeini in 
early 1979 and then we though J we could 
organize a military coup to support the 
regime of Bakhtiar.AlJ we did was toacquire 

the enmity of Khomeini and the mullahs. We 
admitted the Shah into the United States on 
the baas of spurious medical evidence. It was 
alleged that he could receive treatment for a 
rare disease only in Newport. Now we know 
he could have received thesame treatment in 
dozens of other dries, including several in 
Mexico itself. Weignared the warnings from 
our embassy in Tehran that it would be 
attacked if the Shah were to be admitted to 
the United States and we did nothing to 
reduce its size. The embassy was attacked, 
the hostages were taken, and we organized a 
“rescue attempt” which nobody in the Mid-, 
die East believes was serious. 

The Shah himself believed that the United 
States conspired to his overthrow, on the 
grounds that the religions leaders would be 
stronger bulwarks against co mmunism than 
was his regime. This is, of course, total non- 
sense. Equally nonsensical is the Arab belief 
that the United States wanted the Shah 
removed for some, other unspecified reason. 
Their reasonmg.is.that wqsaw the dangers to 
‘the Shah’s regime springing from corluption, 
mHsmanagem erit and the excesses of SAyAK 
and yet we did nothing to persuade the Shah 
to correct these abuses. They are sore though 
if he had instituted the reforms in 1977 that 
he made the end of 1 978, he would have been 
saved. . 

It is not pleasant to go around die world (in 
the Middle East and elsewhere) insisting that 
all of these theses about thq United States are 


wrong ; that the United States is not malici- 
ous, it is mefely incompetent. In fact, it is 
tiresome trying to explain that we did not try 
to save the Shah because we did not under- 
stand that he was in trouble, to say that we 
really thought the Iranian mDhaiy had a 
cha nce of talcing over- in Iran, and to tell 
sophisticated observers that the Pentagon 
really thought that eight helicopters were all 
they needed for the rescue miarinn It is bad 
to be viewed as an evil power. It is only mar- 
ginally better to be seen as an incompetent 
one. It will be good if we are soon able to 
project a national image based on reality, on 
sound analysis and on competent action. I am 
not encouraged by Governor Reagan’s 
immediate foreign policy entourage. 

The president-elect is no fool and if he 
selects wise advisors — and that will be the 
key to the success of his administration — and 
then listens to them, we would be well served. 
The Middle East will present him with one of 
his first tests. It will be of crucial importance 
how or if he proceeds with the peace negotia- 
tions, particularly if he will be able to under- 
stand the Russian interest in the Middle East 
and if he will talk with the PLO. 

Uie Ocl 1, 1977 Joint U.S.- Soviet Decla- 
ration on tiie Middle East (certainly the most 
hopeful document that has ever been 
advanced in that conflict) brought grief to the 
Carter administration. Carter was widely 
condemned for “ re-introducing ’’the Rus- 
sians into the Middle East. Kissinger said tha t 
the Russians had been removed and Carter 
was allowing them to come back in. One 
never knows whether Kissinger is misin- 
formed or lying but the analysis was false. 
The Russians were well ensconced in Syria 
and South Yemen; they had extremely good 
position in Libya and Algeria, and they were 
the main supplier of aims to Iraq although 
they had no political influence over that 
country. They are much doser to the area 
than we are and both they and their Eastern 
European satellites will soon have to import 
oil from the area; indeed, some .countries of 
Eastern Europe are already pet importers 
from outside the bloc of oil. Carter yielded to 
the pressure and backed off. 

- As for the PLO, there is no question that it 
- represents the Palestinians, and it must be 
recognized as such. It is sterile to argue 
whether the Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion or the Israeli Stem Gang and the Irgun 
Zvoi Leurrti commanded by Menahem Begin 
are “ terrorist organizations” as they are 
described by their enemies or “ freedom 
fighters" as they describe themselves. The 
deaths of 200 Israelis resulting from PLO 
attacks in the last four years must be deplored 
but it must not be ignored that in the same 
period at least 2,000 Palestinian and Leban- 
ese civilians died in attacks by the Israeli 
airforce- including the na palming of villages, 
and at least that many died in land attacks. 
And it most not be ignored that 800,000 
Lebanese and Palestinians were driven from 
their homes in South Lebanon by Israel and 
its “ Christian” allies., The fact is that both 
the PLO and the Israelis are there; both are 
intimately involved in the Middle East prob- 
lem and neither can be ignored. One does not 
negotiate effectively with Quislings; one 
negotiates with those who have power. 

It is unlikely that Reagan will do all he has 
promised for Israel. If he does, we must write 
off the Middle East. The Arabs and the Mus- 


lims mil be our enemies. Their space and 
their oil will no longer be at our disposal. 
Before the inauguration Governor Reagan 
can be expected to enlarge the group advising 
him on the Middle East to indude some who 
understand that (he United States has viral 
interests in that area going far beyond Israel. 
Even so, it is unlikely that he will reverse 
himself quickly on any of his explicit promises 
to Israel. Ills much more likely that he will do 
what bureaucrats always do when faced with 
an intractable problem, he will commission a 
study of “this important subject”. No one can 
criticize him for the duration of the study. 
The questions are; how much time do we 
have? Qa n we afford another year of delay? 

The danger of war this year and until the 
inauguration of a new president has come 
primarily from an Israel determined to 


strengthen its bargaining position before a 
new president takes office. The Israelis, like 
the Arabs, assume that the new president — 
even President Reagan — will put pressure 
on them to withdraw to their 1967 borders 
and therefore it would be advantageous to get 
into a good territorial position to withstand 
this pressure. The Israelis have moved in 
dramatic fashion: ihcif new colonies on the 
West Bank, the pressures on the Palestinians 
to leave their homes, the law incorporating 
Jerusalem into Israel, the proposed law 
incorporation the Golan Heights of Syria into 
Israel, the battles in South Lebanon with 
Israeli soldiers fighting side-by-side with the 
“Christian” forces of Maj. Haddad, all show 
an expanding Israel. There are still two more 
crucial months. 

It is unlikely the Israelis will launch an 


unprovoked attack against the Arabs after 
Reagan b inaugurated. The danger in I9S1 
will come from the Palestinians. Unless Pres- 
ident Reagan moves quickly toward a com- 
prehensive peace treaty, they win coodudc 
on the basis of his eariicr statements that the 
United States has sold out totally to Israel 
and the only way of winning their rights is 
through military action. No Palestinian and 
no other serious Arab thinks that it would be 
possible for the Arabs to drive Israel into the 
sea. Their rationale is quite different. Most 
Arabs know that Israel would defeat them all * 
soundly militarily even if Egypt were in thel- 
fray. They also know that in the course of a’ 
general war the countries of the Arabian. 
Peninsula would inevitably be drawn in, and'

ATHENS. Nov. 17 t AFP) — A 20-year- 
old woman was killed when police dashed 
with demonstrators commemorating the 
seventh anniversary of a student revolt 
against the Greek military dictatorship, an 
Athens hospital spokesman said Sunday- 
night. 

At least 15 persons were injured, induding 
eight policemen, a journalist and a justice 
ministry offidal, police said. An estimated 
100,000 persons took part in the parade, 
which ended in fighting near the United 
States Embassy. Over 30 persons were 
arrested. 

The woman, identifiedasStamatina Kancl- 
lopoulou, died from a blood clot in her brain, 
a spokesman for I ppok ration Hospital said. 
She had been found lying unconscious in an 
alley near the demonstration, but inves- 
tigators did not yet know how she hud been 
injured. 

Andreas Papandrcou, head of the Panhel- 


lenic Socialist Movement, said “small groups 
of irresponsible elements and provocateurs 
of suspect origin" began the incidents. 

Public Order Minister Dimitrios Davakis 
agreed, saying "anarchist and extremist ele- 
ments" caused the confrontation, and 
thanked the General Confederation of Stu- 
dents in Greece for their “responsible" 
attitude during the march. The Confedera- 
tion sponsored the event. 

Witnesses said Maoist and Marxist- 
Leninist groups ignored police orders to 
avoid the Queen Sophia Avenue, which leads 
to the illuminated and heavily-guarded U.S. 
Embassy. The demonstrators than began 
attacking police, who responded with tear- 
gas and nightsticks. 

Socialist and Communist leaders of the 
demonstrations earlier had used megaphones 
to plead with the marchers to disperse, which 
most of them did. the witnesses said. 


Former ally seeks Castro downfall 


MIAMI. Rorida Nov. 17 (AP) — Huber 
Matos, imprisoned for 20 years by Fidel Cas- 
tro after having served as a commander in 
Castro's revolutionary array, says he is now 
dedicated to overthrowing the man he helped 
put in power in 1959. 

"1 have nev-r had my doubts that we will 
return to a free Cuba." Matos. 61. said in a 
recent interview one year after has release 
from a Cuban prison. "I am Firmly convinced 
that we will return. Prison, a long and harsh 
imprisonment, teaches you never to give up." 

Since be was welcomed last year by 
thousands of Cuban- Americans at Miami's 
Tropical Park, Matos has put together an 
organization called Independent and Demo- 
cratic Cuba. 

“It is not a political party or a government 
in exile or just an exile organization,'' he said. 
“It is a group of fightere dedicated to the 
cause of free Cuba.” 

Matos said he was encouraged by such 
recent events as the freedom flotilla, in which 
more than 125,000 Cubans came to the 
United States, a shakeup in Castro s cabinet 
eariier in the year, the Polish workers' suc- 
cessful strike, and the Jamaican election of an 
anti-Castro prime minister. 

“Cuba is fermenting and the resistance, 
whether active or passive, is there,” said 
Matos. “Once the rebellion starts, nobody, 
not even Castro with all his military might, 
will be able to stop it.” 

“I will join the men in the battlefield,” he 
said. “I no longer have the strength of a

young man^ but I am a man of action.” 

A school Readier in Cuba Matos emerged 
as one of Castro’s top commanders in the 
revolution against right-wing President 
Fulgendo Batista. Dubbed "The Lion of the 
Mountains" by Castro. Matos helped crush 
the Batista defenses by taking over the Mon- 
cada garrison in the final days of the dictator* s 
regime. 

After assuming power, Castro appointed 
Matos commander of the Ca maguey pro- 
vince. In October 1959. 10 months after the 
revolution, Matos and 35 of his officers res- 
igned in protest of the new government's 
Communist leanings. 

Matos was convicted of treason and sen- 
tenced to 20 years in prison. He served the 
entire sentence. 


European Security delegates hold secret debate 


MADRID, Nov. 1 7 1 AP) - The 35-nation 
European Security Conference went into its 
second week Monday with delegates debat- 
ing behind closed doors on a wide range of 
subjects, induding human rights, the Soviet 
intervention in Afghanistan and other milit- 


ary questions. 

The delegates were dealing with how well 
the “Helsinki Final Act” has been 
implemented since it was drawn up by the 
1975 Helsinki Conference on Security and 
Cooperation in Europe.. 


Thai ammo 
plant blast 
toll now 54 

BANGKOK.. Nov. 17 I, AFP) — Rescue 
teams were Monday digging bodies from the 
rubble after Sunday's disastrous explosion in 
the Thai capital which demolished an arms 
factory and has daimed at least 54 lives so far. 

Of those 24 died immediately in the blast 
which scarred acres pf the packed residential 
area surrounding the weapons factory, and 
more than 3U people have died in the hospital 
from their injuries, the Thai supreme com- 
mand reported early Monday. 

Latest estimates say dose to 4U0 people 
were injured in the trail of death and destruc- 
tion that followed what has been described as 
the worst tragedy in Thai military history. 

The blast ripped through greater Bangkok 
just before 10:30 Sunday morning, shattering 
windows nearly 10 kilometers away. It com- 
pletely destroyed the Thai Army's ordinance 
department weapons plant, where an over- 
time shift was busy producing anti-tank rock- 
ets to boost Thailand's military supplies. 

Thai Prime Minister Prem Tinsulanonda 
ruled out any question of sabotage at the 
factory, saying a preliminary on-site investig- 
ation had shown the cause of the blast to be 
purely acddental. A fuller army and police 
investigation is expected to be completed this 
week. 

The explosion is believed to have virtually 
crippled Thailand's production of anti-tank 
missiles. Military sources said that more than 
1 ,000 of the weapons had been stored at the 
factory when the blast occurred. 

Teams of firemen and rescue workers 
operated throughout the night under flood- 
lights. Emergency relief funds have been set 
aside for the victims on the disaster and tem- 
porary housing has been found for the unin- 
jured who have lost their buses. 

Around the factory apartment blocks hous- 
ing army families were ripped open and an 
area about 10 acres in extent was littered with 
the rubble from smashed buildings. Reports 
said that nearly every one of the families liv- 
ing dose to the plant had at least one relative 
in hospital.

JONESTOWN. Guyana Nov. 17 (.AP) —

sacre that daimed more than 900 lives, only one 
person. 44-year-old Charles Beikman. has 
been jailed for taking part in one of history’s 
worst tragedies.

Jones led his followers in a mass murder- 
suidde on Nov. 18, I97S — has been sen- 
tenced to three years for being an accomplice 
in the killing of Helen Amos and her three 
children at the temple's Georgetown head- 
quarters. 
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Haitian refugees 
back home after 
failed U.S. trip 

PORT AU PRINCE, Nov. 17 (AP) — A 
group of 106 hungry and frightened Haitian 
refugees who had been marooned on tiny 
Cayo Lobos Island for 40 days returned Sun- 
day to the impoverished homeland they had 
tried to flee. 

nine were carried off the Bahamian tender 
Lady Moore on stretchers as it docked in the 
Haitian capital. A doctor said about 25 of the 
refugees were taken to local hospitals and 
others were resting on cots awaiting medical 
examinations. 

Many disembarked clutching their 
stomachs. They said they had not been given 
enough food during their three-day voyage. 

Dr. Yves Renaud said most of the hospital- 
ized refugees showed signs of beatings — 
including cracked ribs and bruses — as well as 
malnutrition- Authorities said most of the 
injuries apparently occurred when 
Bahamian police ejected the refugees last 
week from Cayo Lobos, an island off the 
coast of Cuba, and forced them aboard the 
tender. The Haitians went ashore there Mien 
the small craft attempting to take them to 
Florida ran into a storm in early October. 

Haiti's minister for soda! affairs, Ulysses 
Pierre- Louis, said the government was for- 
mally protesting to the Bahamas the treat- 
ment of the refugees. He said repeatedly that 
the refugees would not be punished and 
would be returned to their villages. 

There had been concern among the 
refugees that they would be beaten and 
persecuted by the government for frying to 
escape to the U.S. 

In an elaborate effort to prove the rumors 
wrong, the government a few days ago set up 
cots and food tables by the docks to welcome 
the arriving refugees. Although the press 
showed up the refugees didn't. Their boat 
was delayed by a storm. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 17 (AFP) — The 
unratified strategic aims limitation treaty 
with the Soviet Union (SALT-H) must be 
improved, but not rejected, according to 
Richard Allen, one of President-elect Ronald 
Reagan’s top foreign policy advisers. 

In an interview in this week’s edition of the 
magazine UJS. News and World Report, he 
saUL.“ We can use the good parts of SALT- II 
and build from there.” Allen, who advised 
Reagan throughout his electoral campaign, 
said, “It is not a choice between SALT- II and 
no SALT, but a question of a good SALT 
versus bad SALT.” 

In Los Angeles meanwhile, Reagan held 
talks with his 14 economic experts, who have 
been meeting since Friday, to discuss posable 
Federal spending reductions and tax cuts. 
Reagan and group chairman George Schultz 
declined to detail what, if any. derisions had 
been reached. 

“ We are going to do what I said throughout 
my campaign.” Reagan said. “These are 
plans for implementation, reducing the cost 
of government, reducing the burden on the 
people 3nd getting a prosperity that will be 
shared by alL” 

Allen’s views on SALT, if shared by 
Reagan, would represent a departure from 
the Republican's stated wish to do away with 
SALT- II and try for a completely new arms 
pact with the Soviets. SALT- II, approved by 
both governments, is awaiting approval in the 
United States Congress. 

“We should seek cooperation (with the 
Soviets) j” Allen said. “But competition is 
already with us .We cannot refuse to com- 
pete.” 

Alien declined to say whether Reagan 
would lift die present embargo on grain 
shipments to the Soviet Union, although the 
president-elect has said he was apposed to 
the ban. 

“In general, trade (with the Soviet Union is 


desirable” Allen said. “But it must take 
place under circumstances that dearly 
benefit U.S. national interests and that mesh 
with our long-term security needs.” 

On taxes, Reagan had suggested a 10 per 
cent reduction over three years, and a two per 
centannual cut in the budget. “ We now have 
a coordinated strategy ,” Schultz told repor- 
ters although he acknowledged some disag- 
reements among the economists during the 
three-day meeting. He expressed doubt, 
however, that the 1982 budget would be bal- 
anced. 

The chief Reagan economic adviser said a 
budget without deficit spending, could be 
submitted to Congress by 1982, the 
president-elect’s target year during the cam- 
paign. 

The situation Reagan would inherit “is 
very gloomy,” Schultz said. “The rate erf 
inflation is very high, the budget is hemoniiag- 
ing. It’s a very bad scene... if we have had a 
recovery at all, it’s a very fragile one.”

Gov. Reagan shied from bold plans 


SACRAMENTO, California, Nov. 17 
(AP) — When Ronald Reagan was elected 
governor of California 14 years ago, he came 
to the state capital with a mission — “to 
squeeze and cut and trim until he reduay the 
size of government.” 

But despite a huge voter mandate — even 
larger than his landslide election as president 
last week — Reagan found it far more dif- 
ficult to impose his philosophy on balky law- 
makers and entrenched bureaucrats than it 
had been to sell his ideas to voters. 

Reagan's first 100 days as governor of 
California were. tumultuous and frantic. His 
administration brought Hollywood glamor 
and excitement, confrontation politics, pro- • 
test inarches and angry demonstrations to 
Sacramento, the capital of California. 

Dramatic initiatives aimed at fulfilling 
campaign promises in neady a dozen areas 
were announced in rapid succession. But the 
most sweeping proposals were quickly trim- 
med back or withdrawn in the face erf stiff 
reastance. ' ' 

Reagan ordered an across-the-board, 
lU-per cent reduction in the budget of every 
state agency, then abandoned the policy a few 


weeks later as impractical. But some initia- 
tives had more lasting impact. He unveiled a 
three-part plan to control air and water pollu- 
tion that put California in the vanguard of 
environmental regulation. 

Despite campaign promises to reduce 
spending and government bureaucracy, at 
the end of his first 100 days in office, Reagan 
was supporting legislation, ultimately 
enacted, to impose the biggest tax increase in 
state history and create two major new reg- 
ulatory agencies. 

The governor said two weeks after his 
inaguration that he had no intention of seek- 
ing a tax increase. Fourteen days later, he 
proposed a $2 54 million tax hike, and 30 days 
later, he boosted the increase by nearly $700 
million. 

Reagan’s first 100 days in 1967 were 
described by one political observer at the 
time as “the most tumultuous in state gov- 
ernment history ... a busy, noisy and. for the 
conservatives, a joyful period.” 

But before they were over, some conserva- 
tive Republicans complained that Reagan 
had been quick to abandon the fight against 
government spending.

Old women walk 
bent under the weight of coconut-filled bas- 
kets on their backs. Old men push carts 
loaded with cans from which they sell the 
kerosene that most Indonesians use fen- cook- 
ing, lighting and heating. 

He rides past rows and rows of soft-drink 
and cigarette peddlers, and other self- 
employed Indonesians who make barely 

enough to buy a day’s meals. 

According to a confidential World Rank 
report, toe average Indonesian earns $370 a 
year. 11 life expectancy at birth — 48 years — 
remains very low by international stan- 
dards,” the report said. “About 600,000 
infants less than one year old (fie annually, 
over 100 million people do not have access to 
safe drinking water, almost 30 million people 
aged 15 and over remain illiterate. Daily 
wages in many parts of Indonesia are less 
thanll.” 

Saijono’ s life is typical. At age 29, he has 
driven a becak for the past four years. A 
junior high school dropout, he came to Jog- 
jakarta. population 500,000. from the village 
of Wonosari, where his family farmed a small 
plot of land.

Saijono said he pedals about a dozen pas- 
sengers more than 20 miles a day for average 
daily earnings of about $3.20- That is more 
than he could make on the farm, but his 
expenses are higher. 

One-quarter of his earnings each day goes 
just to lease his becak. The balance helps 
keep bimsetf, bis wife, his 7-year-old daugh- 


ter and 5-year-old son afive. . 

“If s just enough for us, no more” Saijono 
said. 

Each day, he spends 80 cents for just over 
three quarts of rice, 32 cents for about three 
quartersaf apotmdof fish, 16 cems for veg- 
etables and 10 cents for kerosene. If anything 
is left over, Saijooo can buy luxury items like 
milk, eggs, meat, fruit and sweets or dothes 
for the childr en. " 

There is rarefy any money for entertain- 
ment. The children usually join their friends 
in front of a neighbor's television. Saijono 
himself dame a pin g- pong ball and forth past 
squawking chickens at a communally- 
constructed table in a friend’s yard. 

It is cfiffira l rfout Sarj quo also tries to put a 
little money aside for the year’s rent of $45, 
paid in advance: 

That boys a dark, dirt-floored room on one 
side of a bamboo-walled hut owned by 
another family that occupies die main 
chamber. Two beds are pushed together at 
the back of the narrow room-one for Sarjono 
and his wife, the other far the children, a 
small table with a-balf dozen pots, pans,

Next to that is 
another enclosure with a tub or water and a 
scoop for bathing. 

Whether he steeps with bis family or in his 
becak, Saijono rises at about 6 a .m. to begin 
looking for enough passengers to meet the 
day’s expenses. Sometimes as many as four 
people squeeze into the buggy built for two 
up front. That means more money. But it also 
makes the journey through Jogjakarta’ s rut- 
ted, dirt roads add potholes more painful. 

Up steep Mis, Sarjono must dismount and 
push. When it rains, he attach a roof to the 
buggy and fixes a, juece^of pJastic across the 
front to keep passengers relatively dry.

“Indonesia’s fundamental labor surplus 
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JOHANNESBURG, Nov. 17 (APJ — Nel- 
lie Mokghlat lives 16 kilometers from one of 
the worlds most prosperous dries, but die 
has never been to the movies, eaten in a 
restaurant or had a vacation. 

Like most of South Africa’s one million 
domestic workers^ Mrs. Mokghlat has little 

time or money for such diversions. The 
white- minority government’s racial segrega- 
tion policies, known as apartheid, in any case 
ban her from nearly all recreational facilities 
because she is black. 

“My heart is sore. There’s no happiness. 
My troubles are heavy and my life is crooked 
now,” says this woman, resigned to a future 
or drudgery and the case ctf her retarded 
youngest child, Solomon, 24. 

Six days a week she rises at 5 mn., wraps 
the traditionally plaid blanket of the Sotho 
tribe around her freshly laundered print 
dress, balances a black plastic tote bag on top 
of her knitted hat, and begins the journey to 
her jobs. She is employed by white families in 
fae suburbs north of Johannesburg, the 
economic capital of gold-rich South Africa. 

When the commuter trains are delayed, the 
normal journey of 90 minutes can take up to 
^5 four hours. She often stands the whole way, 
-pJS because younger residents of the black town- 
ship of Soweto beat her to the seats. 

Mostly Mrs. Mokghlat works as a washer- 
woman, scrubbing dothes in an employer’s 

bathtub or in a tub in the yard behind a typi- 

— cally gracious -house, complete with tennis 
court, pool and manicured garden. Many 
South African homes do not have washing 
machin es because of the cheap labor drawn 
from the 20 milli on black majority. 

“I grow six children by myself with wash- 
ing," said Mrs. Mokghlat, a widow. The job 
bring in an average of eigth dollars a day cm 
days she works. “Once I ironed a wedding 
... dress, but you need time for that big job ”

$80 and that almost 75 per cent of the full- 
time domestic workers earned less titan $40 a 
month. An the workers in the sample 
received some food daily, but in 86 per cent 
of the cases the food was rationed. Only 18 
per cent ate the same food as their employers. 

Sixty-two per cent of the workers said they 
were provided with a uniform, but it was not 
uncommon far this to serve as the employee's 
Christmas present. In a few cases employers 
sold their old dothes to their servants. 

The average full-time worker, according to 
the study. Was on the job 59 hours a week. It 
also found that 34 per cent of all the domes- 
tics interviewed received one week’s holiday 
or less each year. 

Miss Cock wrote that the accommodation 
for residential domestic workers is frequently 
squalid, bare and cramped, and that only 
three out of the 175 domestics in the survey 
had access to a bathroom. Only one had hot. 
water available for her personal use. One 
maid said she had to wash in the toilet with 
water from the kitchen. 

Asked about the worst aspect of their jobs, 

some servants replied: 

— “Cooking the dog’s food and not eating 
it” 

— “The children are rude. They jflon’t 
count us as people ” 

— “Not being allowed to setin die kitchen. 

Meanwhile, the domestic workers and 
employers Project is frying to help servants 
form a nationwide assodation in which they 
can learn to take collective action. 

■ Sue Gordon, DWEP ’s national organizer, 
said her Johannesburg office receives at least 
10 complaints a day from domestics who have 
been dismissed without notice. Servants are 
legally entitled to at least a month’s notice or 
pay, she said.

European commission last month by Saburo 
Olrita, Japanese external trade relations 
minister, at that time he said Tokyo would 
clarify its position on trade matters prior to 
the EEC foreign ministers’ meeting in Brus- 
sels Nov. 24 and 25. 

Dazing the October meeting the EEC side 
asked Japan to act in order to correct the 
trade imbalance community officials were 
specially keen to ease Japanese pressure in 
the motor and television sectors. The talks 
were held as the EEC s deficit with Japan this 
year was forecast at $£,000 million against 
last year’s $5,100 million. 

Saturday’s communique here recognizes 
the EEC s economic problems, but omits any 
proposals for restricting exports. It merely 
advises companies to go easy on shipments. 
The Japanese government is currently stres- 
sing that the trade figures need to be seen in 
an overall context allows for invisible earn- 
ings, for example. 

The communique further emphasizes that 
Japan has no intention of taking any special 
measures to trim its own current account 
deficits. In the medium and long term it will 
continue boosting Japanese home market 
growth.

Oman to spend Balanced budget expected Japan against 


$ 20 billion 
in five years 

MUSCAT. Oman, Nov. 17 (AP) — The 
Sultanate of Oman has announced a new 
five-year development plan with a spending 
target of $20.5 billion, a top foreign ministry 
official announced Sunday. 

Omani State Minister for Foreign Affairs 
Qais Abdnlmunim Zawawi told reporters an 
estimated $6 billion would be spent on 
development in 1981. He said the previous 
1976-1980 plan was expected io reap SI 93 
billion in net revenue. 

The new plan, to be put into effect begin- 
ning next year, wifi give high priority to 
stimulating the private sector with allocations 
of $121.8 million. Agriculture, fisheries, 
manufacturing, mining and handicrafts, in 
which the private sector would be involved, 
wifi receive an allocation totalling $378 mil- 
lion. 

Other allocations were listed as follows: 
small project grants: S446 million, housing: 
$280 million; roads and ports: $9353 million, 
telecommunications: $175 million. 

The government will also share develop- 
ment expenditure with Petroleum Develop- 
ment Oman (Ltd), committing a total of 13 
billion. Omari's crude oil exports, now at just 
over 300.000 bands per day, recently regis- 
tered a marginal decrease despite projections 
that exports would reach a targeted 360,000 
barrels a day in 1980. 

Although Oman is a minor producer, ail 
production dominates the economy of the 
Gulf natio n of 1 3 million inhabitants 

Petroleum Minister Said Ahmad Shanfari 
said in a radio broadcast that Oman would 
maintain a daily average oil output of 
340,000 barrel during the new plan. 

Earlier this year Oman nearly doubled the 
estimates of its recoverable oil reserves from 
1.52 billion barrels to 234 billion barrels.

LOS ANGELES, California. Nov. 17 
(AFP) — The United States may have a bal- 
anced budget by 1983, President-elect 
Ronald Reagan’s duel Economic Advisor. 
George Schultz, said after a weekend gather- 
ing Reagan held here with 14 of his experts. 
Reagan said his administration would apply 
everything he had promised during his elec- 
tion campaign with die aim of reducing the 
cost of government and the burden the public 
had to bear, while furthering prosperity that 
would be shared by all. 

Reagan's program indudes a 10 per cent 
cut in federal taxes over a three- year period, 
and an annual two per cent reduction in the 
federal budget. Schultz said there was some 
disagreements at the Los Angeles meeting,

The weekly Dr Spiegel said Sunday the 
loan, the biggest extended to Moscow by 
West German bankers, would be repaid in 
deliveries of natural gas. 

A spokesman for Deutsche Bank Ag, West 
Germany’s largest commercial bank and 
leader of the consortium, confirmed that 
talks about a gas pipeline credit took place 
late last month and early this month in Dues- 
seldorf. 

But he could not confirm the details of 
Spiegel ’s report and said further negotia- 
tions were expected towards the end of the

So whai if my friends back in Philadel- 
phia have apartments with high ceilings and 
low rents? I went to Yankee Stadium and 
watched my team win. 

Whaf s more , for the first time in my I ife , I 
was going to be living in a city of baseball 
champions. Of course. I thought it would be 

fmry.

truly wonderful if the Yankees ended up 
playing opposite the boys in the red caps 
with little white Ps that my classmates used 
to wear in the second grade. Look, it's a free 
country. A woman can dream. 

I guess it’s not surprising that it was a 
Philadelphian who said, “ He that lives upon 
hope will die fasting.'' Smart guy, Benjamin 
Franklin; he discovered electricity. So did 
the Phillies. 

You see, so me thing amazing happened in 
Montreal. Mike Schmidt hit a winning 
honjer with two outs in the ninth inning. 
That sort of thing doesn't happen to the 
Phillies. I knew our kick had changed. 1 
suggested this to my co-workers the very 
next day, using words like “world" and 
“series." 

"You kidding? You want to tell me the 
last dme Philadelphia won a World Series?" 

“You even remember when they won a 
game in the World Series?" 

"How about a game in the playoffs?" 

'•It’s hard to be confident when you're 
from Philadelphia. If you mention William 
Penn and the beautiful Greek sounds mean- 
ing “brotherly love, ' you get former Mayor 
Frank Rizzo thrown in your face. And then, 
of course, there’s the exciting history of our 
baseball team. Even at home, they had no 
faith.

“I was there when Greg Luzinski 
dropped the ball and gave the pennant to 
the Dodgers." 

My father told me not to do anything 
idiotic, like gamble on the Phillies. Still, 
when I was offered bets against Houston I 
took them. 

1 did get a little nervous that last Sunday 
night of the playoffs. I had to go to a surprise 
party, but 1 watched the game on television 
in the comer, with the sound turned off. At 
the top of the 10 th inning, a friend came 
over in distress, something about unre- 
quited love.

Lin plotted bazooka attack on Mao 


PEKING, Nov. 17 (A P) — The late 
Defense Minister Lin Kao plotted to attack a 
railroad train with flame throwers, bazookas, 
dy nami te and hnmh*; tn aatpas smflf K rtiafrrT^an 

Mao Tse-Tung in 1971, and then planned to 
bring in Soviet help for a coup [dot, foreign 
ministry officials said Monday. 

They said the charges are in the indictment 
against the “ Gang of Four” and six mem- 
bers of die “ Lin Piao Clique " who face 
imminent trial. The indictment says that after 
the plot failed, Lin tried to flee by plane on 
Sept. 13. 1971, and died when the plane 
crashed near Umdur Khan, Mongolia. 

Lin’s plot and death had been reported 
previously, but this was die most detailed 
outline given officially so far of his alleged 
efforts to become China’s top leader. He 
already had been named Mao’s chosen suc- 
cessor. 

Last week, the liberation Army Daily 
accused the ** Gang, ” led by Mao’s wife, 
Jiang Qing, of obstructing investigations into 
Lin’s crimes until the Gang was arrested in 
October 1976, one month after Mao died. 

The trial of the “ Gang ” and the Lin clique 
could start as early as Tuesday, but foreign 
ministry officials declined to say exactly when 
it would start. In portions of the indictment 
reported earlier, they and their allies are 
accused of “ persecuting to death ” more 
than 34375 people, including top Commun- 
ist Parly and state leaders. 


Another briefing scheduled for Tuesday 
presumably will deal with charges that die 
Gang plotted an armed uprising in Shanghai. 

The indictment says Mao was to have been 
assassinated on h is way to an inspection trip 
in south China. If the planned attack on his 
train at the Shuofang railway bridge near 
Suzhou, 90 kilometers west of Shanghai, did 
not work out, the alternative was to blow up 
an oil depot in Shanghai when the train was 
nearby, and to loll Mao in the ensuing coni' 
motion, the indictment says. 

There also was a plan to have Wang 
Weiguo, a former military political commis- 
sar, kill Mao, it says. 

At a party central committee meeting in 
fall 1970, it says, Lin sought to become 
chairman by peaceful means. When that 
failed, it adds, he began plotting to seize 
power by assassinating Mao. 

On Sept. 5 and 6, 1971, the indictment 
says, Liu learned that Mao had been talking 
about Lin’s “ conspiracy ” to take-power at 
die 1970 parly meeting. On SepL^ to 11, it 
says, he worked out the detailed plans to 
attack Mao’s train. 

But on Sept. 1 1, it says, Lin and his wife Ye 
Qin learned that Mao already had left Shan- 
ghai for Peking and their plot had fallen 
through. They planned to flee south to Can- 
ton to set up a separate party central commit- 
tee there to split the nation, it says. 

“ They even vainly attempted to ’launch

ml. attack from the north and south in 
alliance with die Soviet Union, ” the indict- 
ment declares. It does not say whether Lin 
already had consulted with die Soviet Union 
on the alleged plot.

EEC worries Greek farmers 


ATHENS. Nov. 17 (OFNS) — Greek far- 
mers are taking a fairly sober view of their 
prospects after New Year's Day when their 
country becomes the tenth member of the 
European Economic Community. They wiO, 
for the first time, have guaranteed minimum 
prices and reasonable assurance that Euro- 
pean countries wffl not ban imports of Greek 
products at the height of the season. They 
fear, however, that they will lose the many 
national aids and subsidies they now enjoy.

Nkomo indicates 
he might resign 

SALISBURY, Nov. 17 (AFP) — Home 
Affairs Minister Joshua Nkomo, die leader of 
the Patriotric Front (PF) party, has hinted 
that he might quit Zimbabwe's seven- 
month- old coalition government. 

“I will cany on for as long as I can, until it 
just becomes impossible”, he told newsmen 
in his political stronghold of Bulawayo, 
where 65 people died last week in the worst 
factional violence since - independence in 
April. 

“I don’t know whether the prime minister 
and ltis party realize that they are destroying 
the possibility of forming a Zimbabwean 
nation,” he said. “I feel as uneasy under Mr. 
Mugabe's government as I did in the days of 
white minority rule.’' he said. 


There is an old saying that two Greeks and 
one subject make an argument and the sub- 
ject in agricultural circles at the moment is 4 :

In the busy times, when Nikolaos is sowing 
his cucumbers in the autumn and harvesting 
them in the winter and spring, hordes of 
cousins and other relatives come to help. 
Most of them have other jobs for most of the 
year but classify themselves as “ self- 
employed farmworkers ” for the benefit of 
tax exemption. 

Dimitri os has three plastic greenhouses 
under which he grows carnations for market- 
ing through a co-operative to EEC countries. 
Two of iris plastic houses are in a large plot 
near Iraldion, the capital of Crete. The whole 
area of about two acres is covered with simi- 
lar greenhouses growing carnations and 
owned by his relatives. 

Both Nikolaos and Dimi trios hope that 
Greece’s entry into the Common Market win 
ensure a permanent and profitable market 
for their produce, but they are not certain 
whether, when the EEC import duties are 
reduced, they will gain or the merchants will 
take the additional profit. 

There was no doubt that these were real 
working farmers, although perhaps not full- 
• time because there is not sufficient work to 
occupy them all the year round. There are 
many others who work their own strips of 
land for a few months of the year, especially 
in the olive groves winch need little attention 
except at harvest; or on their relatives? hold- 
ings and who have other work in the towns. 



Majlis said firm 
on hostage terms 

TEHRAN, Nov. 17 (AFP) — The Iranian 
Majlis has said its final word on conditions for 
the release of the 52 American hostages held 
here, the parliament’s speaker Hashenri Raf- 
sanjam said Monday. 

It was now up to the government to deal 
with the hostage question “on the basis of 
parliament? s decisions” Rafsanjani said at a 
press conference shortly before his departure 
for Algiers and the first stage of a week-long 
tour which will also take him to Libya, Leba- 
non and Syria. 

“I don’t think it necessary to bring up the 
matter in parliament again,” he said. 

A special government committee was now 
studying Washington’ s reply to the four con- 
ditions set out by parliament for the release of 
the hostages held here for over a year. “The 
committee has not yet reached a decision, 
but in any case, the problem is under serious 
consideration,” he said. 

Iran has given its final word on conditions 
for the hostages’ release, he said, now it was 
up to die United States to ‘’face up to 
realities” 

Rafsanjani said he would explain Iran’s 
position in its war against Iraq during his tour 
and would discuss how best to coordinate 
polices in the region with the countries he 
visited. 

“We believe that revolutionary Islamic 
forces in the region must collaborate ” he 
said. 

Rafsanjani said that he would be travelling 
with a team of experts in political, economic, 
military and cultural matters.

oil would stop flowing through the straits of 
'.Hormuz. Then, finally, the Arabs believe, 
^Europe and Japan would do what they have 
miked about but have never done: that is, put 
‘ pressure on the United States to force Israel 
to withdraw to its 1967 borders. 

The Israeli analysis is remarkably similar to 
the Arabs’. The Israeli hawks believe that if 
'they were to move militarily against the 
' Arabs now — even incurring a new United 
Nations? condemnation of their absorption of 
the peripheral areas — the Israelis could des- 
troy the Arab armies. This is surely true. 
They also believe that if the Arabs were to 
attack, they would still defeat them militarily. 
This is also true. Then in the face of the 
inevitable Arab oil embargo, the Israelis 
reach a radically different conclusion; that 
the United States would then finally join 
Israel in the joint occupation of the Arab 
oilfields. If possible, Egypt would also- par- 
ticipate in tins operation but would at least 

be turned loose ” to occupy tile Libyan oil- 
fields. . 

The invasion idea has been with us for five 
years; it has powerful proponents and cannot 
be killed. There is no point in talking about 
the morality of miring over someone else*s 
resources for those who advocate invasions 
have a selective morality. There is Little point 
in talking about geopolitical consequences of. 
-Such an invasion for the answer is that the 
vwodd would soon adjust to our actions if we 


sell them Arab oil for $1.00 a barrel. The 
question then boils down to .the practicality of 
the effort. Five years ago, Axamco said that if 
invasion were attempted, the oilfields of the 
Gulf could be put out of commission and 
could be restored in two years provided there 
were full cooperation of die indigenous popu- 
lation. In 1976, the Library of Congress was 
commissioned to study the question and 
readied the same condurion. The specter of 
Europe, Japan and the United States dep- 
rived of this oil is so horrendous that most 
Middle East observers believe invasion will 
never be. attempted. This reasoning is only 
superficially sound. Wars are never started by 
those who think they will lead to disaster. 
There is always a conviction that the war will 
succeed; that the invasion will be easy and 
that criticism will be submerged in the shouts 
of a glorious victory. 

The American proponents of invasion 
maintain that the oilfields could be occupied 
quickly, cheaply and could be bade in full 
operation within three months. They are 
academicians and know nothing of Arabs or 

of oilfields. Bm the panacea they peddle is 
attractive to some Americans. Their motives 
seem to be to advance Israelis’ interest by 
“destroying the Arabofl weapon, " but even 
this is nonsense. The only conceivable victor 
. would be the Soviet Union. 

Invasion for # is~so impractical and so 
dangerous that one could assume its propo- 


nents would be consigned to oblivion. They 
have not been. Three of the most prominent 
of these warriors have been top foreign policy 
advisors to '“ovemor Reagan. We dp not yet 
know if *’«ey will be part of the new Foreign 
Policy team. If they stay, it will be a dear sign 
of impending war m the Middle East and that 
an American 'invasion will be considered. I 
agree with the war advocates on one point : 
the Soviet Union would probably not get 
involved. Why should it? If America is 
determined to co mmi t suidde, the Russians 
would have little interest in making it mutual. 
Europe and Japan will be watching carefully 
what President Reagan 'will do; whom he 
appoints, what understanding be has of Mid- 
dle East realities. The Arabs will too. So 
diould you. 

Fortunately, American presidents have a 
tendency to grow in office. Ronald Reagan is 
not a fool and by many accounts he is deter- 
mined to be a good president. His nomina- 
tions for high office will be one key to future 
action. More important will be the nature of 
the White House staff. Supporters of Reagan 
whom I know and admire assure me that the 
anti- Arab fanatics who surrounded Reagan 
during the campaign will now go back to their 
burrows 'and that President Reagan will 
choose the best men in the country to run it 
for tire next four years. We pray that this will 
be true. We can only wait to see. It will not be 
long. 



An elephant’s good luck 
and a good show for Thais 


SURIN, Thailand Nov. 17 (AP) — It was 
an elephant losers dream — elephants play- 
ing soccer, elephants racing into mode war 
and elephants stepping nimbly over nearly 
100 prostrate Thais and tourists.

In ancient Thailand, a king’s power was 
measured by the number of his elephants. 
The King of Ayudhya. an ancient dry in cen- 
tral Thailand, reportedly maintained a stable 
of 20,000 for his army in the 17th century. In 
modem, as in okfen tunes, the elephant is a 
true beast of burden — lifting, hauling, pul- 
ling. 

At the roundup in Surin, die elephants got 
to show off their war and peacetime talents, 
spurred on by their handlers carrying long 
hooked goads — - which kept the elephants 
moving, trumpeting and sometimes bleeding 
from constant poking. 

A 53-year-old elephant named Kham-Ek 
took on 100 Thai army soldiers in a tug-of- 
war and won without too much difficulty. The 
soldiers were drip p in g with sweat but the 
elephant looked very cool as he took a victory 
walk, around the arena munching on offerings 
of sugarcane. 

In one speed competition, two 1,000- kilo 
elephants ran down the field at 35 kilometers 
per hour. In races where the elephant had to 
pick up soda bottles and return them to the 


Red tape too much for tern 


LONDON. Nov. 17 (Guardian) — The 
story of one bird, four governments, an inter- 
national airline and one of the world’s largest 
shipping companies came to a dose recently. 
Sooty, Britain’s rarest bird, gave up on the 
bureaucrats and died. 

It was in May that the unhappy story 
began, with the sighting in Northamptonshire 
of a Floridan Sooty teru. only the 23rd such 
bird known to have visited Britain since 
1830. It was exhausted after its 5,000 mile 
flight from the Dry Tort&gas archipelago off 
Florida and was duly admitted to a bird hospi- 
tal near Banbury for treatment. 

For five months the hospitals owner, Clif- 
ford Christie, and his wife, Joyce, nursed 
Sooty back to health with hourly feeds and 
lots of affection. But they realized that, if 
Sooty were not to die Eke his 22 predecessors 
in Britain, he must be returned home before 
the winter. 

Early in June a bird-loving British Airways 
pilot heard of his plight and offered to fly him 
out to Miami. Ba arranged a ticket, Christie 
arranged an export licence and a Bristol firm 
bmlt a special traveling box for the bird. But it 
all came to nothing when the American 
authorities refused to grantan import license. 

The Americans were worried about 
importing Newcastle disease along with 
Sooty so Sooty went into quarantine forthrce 
weeks. Every day during those three weeks 


an inspector for the Royal Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals visited 
Sooty and 8t the end he gave a local yet the 
go-ahead to sing the appropriate certificate. 

British Airways Washington and Miami 
offices began fresh attempts to pressurise the 
American authorities into admitting Sooty, 
bat after weeks of stalling it became dear 
they were wasting their time. 

With the autumn drawing in P and O Ship- 
ping lines looked into the possibility of tak- 
ing Sooty half way around one of their tropi- 
cal cruises, but dropped the idea because of 
the danger of their passengers* being con- 
fined on board as a result. 

The government of Bermuda wasthen con- 
tacted, but the authorities there lamely 
excused themselves on the grounds that they 
were too far from the bird’s native 
archipelago. Jamaica looked hopeful for a 
while until its civil service became preoc- 
cupied with more pressing electoral affairs. 

Finally Christie was forced ' to take Sooty 
off to spend the winter at a heated aviaxy in 
Bedford. But within days his health had 
declined and soon Sooty died quietl* back 
home at Banguiy. „ 

“I think he just thought ‘enough is 
enough', said Christie. . "He must have 
become very attached to Joyce all that time 
when she was feeding him. Also, if I don’ t like 
British winters, I shudder to thirik. what a 
tropical tern makes of them.”

The soccer match between the blue and 
white terras was noteworthy for the number of 
balls that ended up* under the elephants* legs 
where they couldn’t be seen to bn kicked. The 
blue team, displaying better footwork and 
trunk action, finally won 2-0 and each winning 
elephant was rewarded with SS from Surin 
Governor Sanero Mulsart. 

Zola called for volunteers to he on the 
ground and have elephants step over them — 
wttch in Thai tradition is supposed to bring 
good luck. He told the crowd that the 
elephants were very well trained in their 
footwork but not very well trained in control- 
ling their bodily functions. 

Nearly 100 Thais and tourists spread out 
prone in a long line for the elephant walk. 
The only casualty was Japanese artist Tcruo 
Jyomura, who lives in Bangkok and got his 
leg stepped on and bruised. "Maybe it win 
bring me good luck.” he said afterward. "I'm 
going to win number one in the lottery.*’ 

The final extravaganza was billed as a full- 
scale batde between the Ihai utiUj and an 
invading force complete with elephant- 
mounted troops, ground forces and four sol- 
diers with shields to protect the Thai king’s 
elephant’s toes, the most vulnerable part of 
the elephant's body. 

The mode battle lasted about one minute 
and it was impossible to declare a winner as 
all elephant-mounted troops headed for the 
exits. One observer noted that the entire 
elephant papulation of Thailand, including 
migratory herds from Burma and Cam- 
bodia, may be no higher than 4,000, ”Wc 
want to keep every elephant we’ve got and we 
don’t want them getting carried away with 
these war games.” the observer said.

WARSAW. Nov. 17 (AP) - A govern- 
ment commission signed agreements Mon- 
day with health service workers, teachers and 
postal clerks after a marathon bargaining ses- 
sion which ended just short of a threatened 
“strike readiness" deadline. 

A spokesman for the independent trade 
union Solidarity said the commission was 
preparing to sign a settlement too wife cul- 
tural workers, who were also represented in 
the talks. 

The agreement ends a sit-in at the district 
government headquarters in Gdansk, where 
the pacts were signed. Teachers and health 
service workers began the sit-in Nov. 7 after 
initial talks with the government broke down. 
Cultural workers joined die sit-in a few days 
later. Solidarity had threatened to declare a 
"strike readiness’ alert far the Gdansk area 
Monday if the talks proved fruitless.
